JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port extend to the 28th May. The outward 
mail of March 27th was received there on the 19th May, and that 
of April 9th on the 27th May. The latest London telegrams were 
to May lst. The Japan Times gives the following summary of the 
fortnight’s news :— 

The work of centralising and strengthening the Mikaco’s Go- 
vernment in Japan goes on rapidly and steadily, as will be seen 
from an analysis of the lists of Datnies who have lately re.urned 
their lands and irae SUR rights to the Crown, which we publish 
below. More than half of the whole revenues of the country, as 
at present accruing, are thus placed at the disposal of the Imperial 
Government, and there is no reason to doubt that the other Dai- 
mios will follow the example set. A proper employment of these 
means, combined with a wise economy, will soon place Japan on a 
better footing among the nations than she has ever before occu- 
pied. The sterling, self-denying patriotism which has inspired the 
movement it is impossible too much to ire. 

It is to be hoped that, when Japan is become an united, homo- 
geneous Empire, its people will not begin to think of turning us 
out of it. But itis impossible to shut one’s eyes to the fact that 
@ party exists, and one of no mean strength or importance, which 
professes such a policy. Great difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining a satisfactory settlement of the affairs we mentioned 
in our Jast—the stoppage of Captain Stanhope, Mr. Consul Robert- 
son, and others on The Tokaido. Indeed, a threat of suspension 
of diplomatic intercourse was found necessary before the Foreign 
Ministers’ demands were compli with. Notice boards are now 
aieplayed at short intervals along the Tokaido, as far, we hear, ag 
Hakoni, denouncing punishment againt any Samurai who shall in 
any way molest Foreigners, stating that his clan, as well as the 
offending individual, will suffer for such offence, and informing all 
whom it may concern that we have an equal right to the high 
road with Japanese of all ranks, and are to have given to us our 
fair share of it when passing troops or processions. On the other 
hand, however, we are sorry to say that a counter notice by per- 
sons unknown, of which the following is a translation, was placed 
a few days ago on the Niphon-bashi, a principal bridge in Yedo :— 

“ Although in consequence of the sudden outbreak of war in the 
spring of last year we were obliged to contract friendly relations 
with Foreigners, ze the expulsion of the Barbarian is the most 
important law of our country. The possibility of the Empire 
being overthrown by the hateful Barbarian, and the difficulty with 
which the dignity of the Emperor is maintained, are at present 
matters of grave reflection with the Government. Grad , too, 
the detestable Barbarian becomes more overbearing, and the in- 
stances of his insolent conduct are numerous; riding about in 
carriages, and so forth, he often inflicts wounds on those walking 
in the streets, and rides on without any concern. Since, ere 
their conduct is of this atrocious nature, be for the future as ca: 
as you can (to avoid a collision) when walking in the streets, and 
when the Foreign Savages act in this unlawful manner cut them 
down, and by thus displaying the patriotic intrepidity of the men 
of Japan, crush the courage of the Barbarian.” 

This is anything but pleasant reading—the less 80, because we 
cannot deny that we have given too much cause for the accusa- 
tions made against us. Only a few days ago, two more children 
were run over by Foreigners in Yedo, and the late occurence on 
the Tokaido of a similar character is fresh in our readers’ minds. 
The behaviour of not only the lower classes of Europeans, but of 
many who ought to know better, in their daily intercourse with 
this high-spirited people, can only be defined by the terms used 
in this hostile ned and an example of condign punish- 
ment is sadly wanted. It is not a little significant that in 4 
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recent official. notification from Sir Harry Parkes, on behalf, too, 
of his colleagues, informing the public that Foreign guards are 
again stationed in the streets of Yokohama for our protection 
against possible attack by Japanese ruffians, the following para- 
graph should have been a necessary addition to the usual form :— 

“The duties of these guards will consist in assisting any 
Foreigners who may be attacked or who may apply to them for 
protection, and also in repressing any disorderly conduct on the 
part of Foreigners.that may come under their observation.” 

If Foreigners had not been guilty of too much “ disonderly con- 
duct,” the guards might not have been necessary at all. 

From the North we have no positive news since we last wrote, 
beyond the confirmation of our statement that the Imperial fleet 
had reached Awamori Bay in safety. They were left there bya 
Foreign steamer, which brought us news, too, of the loss of one 
of Enomoto’s fewremaining ships. This is said to be the Ashwe- 
lot, but is more likely to have been the Zugle,a far more serious 
loss to him. This vessel left Miaco Bay, after her futile attempt 
@r the Stoneail, in very bad case, and nothing is more likely 
than that she should have foundered. The Government here is 
quite confident—over-confident, we think—of success in their pre- 
sent expedition againat the pirates. 


THE. RETURN OF THE DAIMIOS LANDS TO TUE CROWN. 


4m analysis of lists compiled from the Kioto Government Gazette 
shows that up to the 16th April the Memorials of 118 out of the 
276 Daimios of Japan had been published, begging to be allowed 
to restore their fiefs to the Sovereign. The aggregate revenues,* 
on paper, of these fiefs amount to 12,034,053 kokus. The koku is 
worth at present about £2 sterling. 

The party that has joined this movement, which was origi- 
nated by the Princes of Chosiu, Satsuma, Hizen and Tosa, is com- 
sposed as follows :— 

1. Prince Tokugawa Kaménosuke, who succeeded the ex-Shio- 
goen‘as Chief of the Tokugawa Clan. 

2. Of the Gosanké, or three great families, in which the suc- 
cesston to the Shiogoonate was vested, two have sent in memorials 
—Owari and Kishiu. The third clan, that of Mito, of which 
Prince Mimbu Taiyu, brother of the ex-Shiogoon, is the chief, has 
been for many years disturbed by internal feuds and dissensions, 
and this may account for its tardiness in joining the movement. 

3. Of the eighteen Kokushi, or principal independent nobles of 
Japan, only five names are missing from these lists. These are 
Sendai, Awa, Sutake, Nambu, and Uyesugi. The Prince of Awa, 
who has been a firm supporter of the Mikado’s party, will pro- 
bably not be slow in sending in his memorial ; and: the remaining 
four are Northern Princes who, with the exception of Satake, have 
until recently been rebels. 

4. Only two of the Junkokushi, or nobles aext in rank to the 
above, have as yet joined the movement. 

5. Of the Fudaz, or vassals of the Shiogoonate, whose ancestors 
swore allegiance to Iyeyas, the founder of the last dynasty, before 
the storm of the castle of Osaka, sixty-eight have sent in me- 
morials. 

6. Of the Tozama, vassals of the Shiogoonate, whose ancestors 
submitted to Iyeyas, after the taking of the castle of Osaka, 
twenty-five have joined the movement. 


7. Eight Princes, chiefs of cadet branches of different noble 
fimilies 


During the recent political troubles the two parties which Fo- 
reigners have spoken and written of as North and South have 
been regarded by the Japanese as East and West. It is not sur- 

ming to find that a movement originated by the leading mem- 

of the Western faction has not as yet been generally fol- 
lowed by the Princes of the East. All parties are however fairly 
represented in the lists we have analysed, which show an amount 
of power sufficient to compel the less liberally disposed nobles to 
join in the measure. 

The answer returned to the memorials has been the same as 
that first given to the Princes of Chosiu, Satsuma, Hizen, and 
Tosa, viz., that the question must stand over until it has been 
considered by the nobles about to meet in council in Yedo. 





YEDO. 
Yedo is refilling fast, and a general activity prevails in all 


quarters. Many yashikis are being rebuilt, though they will not: 


be in such numbers as formerly, economy being the order of the 
day, and a return from ostentation to simplicity the fashion. A 
very large number of Daimios are at present in Yedo, and those 
whose territories are farthest from the capital are already far on 
their way to take part in the approaching Council, and are ex- 
pected daily. The appearance of the city is completely changed ; 
the streets are full of motion, trade has revived, the number of 
beggars is curiously diminished, and everything wears an appear- 
ance of returning prosperity. The only spot of desolation in the 
midst of the rejuvenescent city is the Foreign concession,

to say that we English residents are now openly laughed at by 
our American and French fellow-citizens, whose home authorities 
contrive to keep out of the ridiculous mistakes which have for 
some years past made our Foreign policy a by-word. 

On the 23rd ult. we received a commercial telegram via Kiachta 
to the 4th May, followed on the 3lst bya telegram per same 
route to the llth May. 

The M. I. steamer Phise arrived on the Ist inst., with the French 
mail of the 17th April, and telegrams to the 7th May. 

The New York mail of the 9th April, with San Francisco 
pspers of the 1st May, arrived yesterday. Its telegrams had of 
course been all anticipated. 

The S.S. Viger, which left for Hankow about a fortnight ago, 
broke her hae eg when approaching that port, and it is feared 
that she may have to make some delay at Shanghai, in order to 
have the damage repaired. 

An “ express” was circulated on the 25th ult. announcing that 
the P. and O. Company have reserved space to the extent of 300 
tons in the outgoing steamer lacca for the new teas, at the 
rate of Tls. 50 per ton. ‘This represents about 144. per lb. laid 
down in London. 

The Evening Express makes the following announcement about 
the local steam marine :— 

Several changes are, we hear, about to take place in the commands of 
the vessels of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company's fleet. Captain 
Clarke, at present of the Vunchu, lvaves the service to take charge of the 
Swronada, vice Captain Jayne, whois going home, Captain Morse, of the 
Kiangse, takes the J/cnchu. Captain Bell, pilot of the Hirado, gets the 
Hangchow, whose present captain, Andrews, goes to the Aiangse. 

The old light-ship is being fitted up for the river police, and 
when completed will be anchored off the Custom-house. It is 
pial get to get up a triple lottery for the tea-clippers from Han- 

ow, Shanghai, and Foochow, the proceeds to go to the winning 
ships in a certain ratio. 

On the 26th ultimo a meeting of the silk merchants was held, 
to consider the opposition offered by the Chinese to the resolution 
passed at the meeting of the 19th of March, that, “fractions of 
pounds should not be counted, and that each bale should weigh 
eighty catties.” In order to meet the native dealers half way it 
was resolved :—~ 


“That this meeting, strongly approving of some general action being 
taken in all questions affecting the interests of the Silk Trade, are dis- 
posed to meet tHe silk dealers, who decline to allow bales to be weighed as 
106—107 Ibs. only; and to recommend that buyers should, in future, 
agree to weigh anly half pounds and to discard quarters.” 

The meeting then proceeded to organise itself into a society for 
the promotion of silk interests, under the name of the North Chins 
Silk Association. 

The Annual Land Renters’ meeting was held on the 27th and 
28th ult. the attendance on both days being extremely meagre.

Of course much curiosity 
was excited, which the party managed to baffle with tolerable 
success by leaving the Hong Kong steamer directly on her arrival, 
and going without delay to the Tientsin steamer. 

A cricket match was played on the 21st ult. between the 
Racquet Court eleven and an eleven selected from the Cricket 
Club. The result was a victory for the Racquet Court eleven, the 
totel scores being S.C.C. 145, 8.R.C. 172. On the evening of the 
same day the fourth and final lecture of the Temperance Course 
was delivered by the Rev. Canon Butcher, the subject being 
“Biography.” These lectures have proved very popular, and the 
Bociety have resolved to follow up the experiment by something 
more pretentious for next winter. 


The Public Gardens, which proved so great a boon to the ex- 
hausted community last summer, are being prepared for the ap- 
proaching hot season. Benches and screens have been placed, 
and a row of gas lamps line the drive by the river side. Much 
skill and attention have been devoted to the horticultural depart- 
ment, and this is now a very pleasing element in the picture. 

On the 25th ult. the amateurs of the German Club Concordia 
and of the Lyceum Theatre united in a performance in aid of the 
Public Library.

«“ The Critic.” The performance was most successful, and no less 
than $700 was realised. A few hours before the curtain rose the 
mail of the 9th April arrived, bringing the news of Mr. Gibson’s 
recal, and of the apology to be tendered to the Chinese Govern- 
ament for his vindication of British honour. The indignation felt 
here was excossive, and the amateurs had just time to introduce a 
tableau at the end of the last piece, representing Britannia on her 
bneces humbling herself before John Chinaman. At the same mo- 
ment the band struck up “ Rule Britannia!” The effect was 
electric ; the audience rose, and yells and hisses saluted the illus- 
tration of British policy. Three boxes were filled by Chinese, who 
thus received a polite hint of what the English in China will do 
for themselves if they are deserted by their Government. 

Grace Egerton (Mrs. George Case) and Mr. George Case opened 
their season here on the evening of the 1st inst. They were met 
by a large house, and there is every reason to believe that their 
-eareer in Shanghai will prove highly successful. 

The barrier squeezes in the neighbourhood of Chinkiang are 
‘again coming into notoriety. An impression seems now to be 
prevalent among the Chinese that the intention of the officials is 
to prevent the purchase of foreign goods from resident foreign 
merchants. There is some misty Hea that in process of time 
Foreigners will be discouraged from coming hither in person ; they 
will send goods, and native merchants will occupy our stately 
hongs.

(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sranenas, June 3, 1869. 

The most exciting topic of discussion here at present is the new 

licy enunciated by Her Majesty’s Government in the Formos 

iffculty. The information conveyed to us by the mail of the 9th 
April that a humble apology was to be tendered to the Chinese for 
giving them a good jthrashing, which they richly deserved, was 
received here with mingled amazement and incredulity. The 
entire ignorance of the Foreign-office as to the circumstances of 
the case is positively disgraceful, and the cockney self-sufficiency 
and ignorance with which the so-called leader of public opinion 
at home comments on the case is not creditable. 

The real circumstances, which have been fully published in the 
local press, may be shortly stated. An attack was first made upon 
a Mission station in Formosa, which was destroyed, and several 
natives killed and injured. Afterwards a lot of camphor, which 
had been purchased by an English merchant, was seized and cori- 
fiscated by the Mandarins, on the ground that it was contraband, 
contrary to treaty. Other outrages were perpetrated, and an at- 
tempt made to get the Consul into an ambush and murder him, on 
the pretext of going to see the delinquents punished. Finally at 
an interview the Mandarin struck the English Consul with his fan 
on the knuckles. Negotiations went on for nine months without 
obtaining any redress, and eventually a high officer was sent over 
from Foochow by the Chinese Viceroy there, to try and settle the 
matter. The Consul acted on his own responsibility, but disap- 
proved of the indemnity exacted by the naval officer as prize 
money or indemnity. Sir R. Alcock also disapproved of this, and 
ordered the money to be returned, and recalled the acting Vice- 
Consul for not waiting till Mr. Swinburne, the Consul, arrived to 
arrange the matter. Both those acts were done before any orders 
came from home, so that the only thing we have to thank the Home 
Government for is the “ humble apology.” The tendency of thus 
acting is almost sure to bring on further complications, unless the 
Chinese take it in the light of a joke, which it is just possible 
they may 4. 

The Times says :—“A mission-house was attacked, 2 gunboat 
was naturally at hand, and the Vice-Consul immediately called 
upon the commander to demand adequate reparation ;” the real 
fact being that it was only after a considerable time and a further 
series of outrages that satisfaction was obtained by force of arms, 
after all other means had failed. Zhe Times presumes that, “as 
representing the whole Empire, the Chinese Government is re 

onsible for the acts of all its subjects,” the fact being that the 

hinese Government has very little control over its own subjects, 
and does not hold itself responsible for their actions, which it 
professes its inability to curb. If we are to wait for the due 
punishment of offenders till the Central Government do it, we 
shall have to wait a longtime. The missionaries, for any good 
they do, might as well be at home ; but that would not answer the 

eople at home, who think they do good by sending them out here. 

he expedition up the Yangtsze Kiang has been most successful, 
and was well received by the people. They found the river navi- 
gable a considerable distance above Hankow, but a detailed re- 
port will doubtless be published on their return. 

The U.S. ship Piscatagua has left this port for Japan. The 
tea ships are moored in tiers opposite the town, in readiness to load 
the new season’s produce, which it is to be hoped may turn out 
more profitable than last year. 

The evpricty of vessels coming to China from England during 
the N.E. monsoon, coming round to the southward of Van 
Diemen’s-land, and to the eastward of New Caledonia, instead of 
the eastern passage, via Manila, has been lately suggested. Several 
ships, and notably the Thermopyla, have made a voyage to Aus- 
tralia, discharged a cargo there, taken in another, and come on 
here, arriving in China before the vessels which left England 
direct for China at the same time. This goes to prove that the 
delay caused by light airs and calms in the narrow seas might be 
avoided by taking the outer circle, where a fair wind can be cal- 
culated on, and the destination reached sooner. This is well 
worthy the attention of shipowners at home, who are deeply in- 
terested in the duration of the voyages of their respective ships. 
The land-renters’ meeting has just taken place, and the municipal 
budget showed @ large surplus, so that a proposal to reduce the 
taxation was carried. On the whole Shanghai is well governed, 
and very little crime is committed. I have not heard of a murder 
since I came to reside here, and petty thefts seem the only of- 
fences brought before the Courts, with occasional drunken sailor 
cases. The “sink of iniquity ” case is a puzzle to every one here, 

Mr. Horatio Nelson Lay hus gone to Peking, and speculation 
is rife as to his obyect in y eceeed ing there. 

I observe that the Home Government take credit for the present 
quiet state of affairs in China, as being the result of their policy, 
while we are aware here that it is the result of the wholesome 
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Government have numerous steam gunboats, and the Imperial 
Customs also. Who can therefore say that the Chinese people are 
not willing to progress? It is the Government which bars the 
road, not the people—Burlingame to the contrary, notwithstanding. 

The mails to Japan are in future to go to Yokohama direct 
from Hong Kong, without touching at Shanghai. This is an 
improvement. 

+ is reported that the “Tsung Le Yamun” has demanded that 
Mr. Alabaster should be prosecuted after the manner of Governor 
Eyre, for his share in the Swatow affair. Who can now say that 
the Chinese are not imbibing Western ideas ? 


FOOCHOW. 

A Foochow co: ndent writes :—“ You will recall that, a few 
weeks ago, I wrote in regard to the high freshet which then pre- 
vailed. Contrary to expectations and the welfare of farmers, the 
freshet is upon us again, nearly, if not quite, as high as formerly. 
The paddy Felds in this vicinity are overflown, and boats go now 
where ordinarily is dry ground. The foundations of many houses 
are submerged from one to several feet. If the flood continues for 
many days the crops will suffer materially. For the last week or 
80 members of firms, tea-tasters, S&c.—some late from England, 
and some from Hong Kong only—have arrived here in consider- 
able numbers. The market for teas will probably soon open.” 





FORMOSA. 

From Formosa we learn that there is local trouble at Gauchsi, 
a place about one hundred miles north of Takow. The inhabitants 
shut their gates against the new General-in-chief, on his going up 
with a force of Honam braves to attempt the capture of some 
people who had been doing a little quiet piracy. Report says he 
was thoroughly defeated in trying to storm, but that on the arrival 
of the Anping governor with more men a settlement was come to, 
and the place was nominally taken, some men being executed. 
(Qy., the pirates.) This place is always giving trouble, and is a 
very hotbed of piracy. It is a pity that the general was not more 
successful, but the native merchants appear to look upon the ex- 
pedition asa failure. 

Mr. Gibson, H.M. Consul, is still at Takow, and will, we be- 
lieve, not move until relieved. We trust he will not go until 
Leong Taoutai is removed, according to the promise of the special 
commissioner. The latter is still at the Yamen, however, and 
. Since the death of the old Fu has actually resumed his duty, 
although Foreigners do not, of course, recognise him. The new 
Fu, general and other officials appear, from all we can learn, to 
be good men, and anxious to get on well with Foreigners. 





AMOY AND SWATOW. 


A correspondent at Amoy points out that the Customs at that 
port have claimed double tonnage dues, in the case of vessel, 
which had already paid them, being sold. It seems that a Spanish 
subject, Don Mariano, bought the Dutch barque Padang Panjang, 
from Messrs. Tait and Co., and obtained from his Consul a gailin 
letter for her to proceed to Havanah under the name of the Vi 
de Comillas. Upon this the Customs claimed a second payment 
of to e dues before granting her clearance. The amount was 
paid under protest, and the matter has been referred to Peking. 


The following protest has been made by merchants at Amoy to 
H.B.M. Consul on the subject of the exportation of coolies in 
vessels belonging to non-treaty Powers :— 

Sir,—In consequence of the abuses connected with the shipment of 
coolies from this port, in vessels belonging to countries which have no 
treaty with China, the undersigned merchants of Amoy have resolved 
that the Foreign Consuls here be requested to make representations to 
their ministers at Peking, for the purpose of preventing the further intro- 
duction of an illegal coolie trade at this port, or the exportation of coolies 
to the Chinchas or other objectionable islands. 

From affidavits made before H.B.M. Consul, and on the evidence of 
the Commissioner of Customs, it appears that coolies have lately been 
kidnapped and sold to emigration agents, and a continuance of such pro- 
ceedings will make the name of Foreigners odious to the Chinese, 

If the standing regulations binding on all subjects of Treaty Powers 
were enforced, and the Chinese authorities would strictly forbid all vessels 
of non-treaty Powers to carry coolies or emigrants to Foreign ports, these 
abuses would cease. 

If, however, vessels under the Central American, Siamese, or other 
flags are allowed to carry coolies, the regulations binding on them should 
be assimilated to the most stringent of those now enforced on Foreign 
vessels of Treaty Powers, which are placed at a manifest disadvantage by 
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The news from Hong Kong by the present mail extends to June 
9. The French outward mail of April 15 reached there on the 
27th May, and the English of April 23 on the 2nd June, the latter 
with London telegrams to May 15. By the Pacific line letterg 
had been received from New York to April 23, and telegrams to 
May 4. The following summary,of news is chiefly from the Ching 
Mail :— 

The China Mail publishes the following] ph (extracted 
from the London and China Express of Apr 9), necoil with 
a deep mourning border, and in a subsequent issue condemns the 
action of the Ministry as aiming a death-blow at European prea- 
tige in China :— 

“Cuina Arrarrs.—Lord Clarendon has announced that Go- 
vernment disapproves of the recent retaliatory measures in For- 
moss. The naval operations are censured, the Vice-Consul who 
instigated them is to be removed, the indemnity money repaid, 
and an apology offered to the Chinese. This most disgraceful course 
is warmly applauded by The Times and the Liberal press, but 
strongly opposed by all who have any real knowledge of China, 
and are not biassed by party prejudices.” 

The Hong Kong Association is apparently dead. “What has 
become of the Hong Kong Association ?” is a question which is 
beginning to be asked both in England and this colony. Its 
chairman and committee are sppensody of opinion that nothi 
will more conduce to the benefit of 1 interests than a state 
“masterly inactivity.” Subscriptions have been collected—with 
what object is not very clear—and the Association which was to 
confer such benefits upon the distressed colony apparently considers 
that its great object is achieved. Laborare est orare is a motto 
which the Association hasevidently dealt with Chinese-fashion by re- 
versing it. Prayer (of that ostentatious character which is entirely 
secluded from the public eye) is doubtless ae in with the full 
expectation that the results usually attending labour will follow. 
But meantime people in Hong Kong and in China generally are 
getting impatient. Curious rumours are in circulation that the 
members are afraid to meet lest discussion should expose the 
weakness of their arguments, and, worse than that, the indecision 
of themselves, There is plenty to talk about and plenty to act 
about ; but, except in a general dislike of taxation, and a 
general desire to see it very much diminished, there is 
no unanimity. The Association is, for poitoel purposes, 
a simple collection of mutes, and the public are intensely 
chagrined to find that the early prophecies made of lame argu- 
ment, blameable delay, and singular indifference to the avowed 
objects of the Association on the part of its members are but too 

y Vindicated. Its first public act was to send homea memorial, 
feeble in tone, and, despite all warnings, too late to effect its 
object. Its last act is to sit down Pape under aspersions upon 
British policy and British honour in China without a word i in 
reply. The recall of Mr. Gibson has excited some little comment 
and feeling on the part of the public. But the “ Association ” 
shows no sign. Where isthe chairman ? What are the committee 
doing? We pause (and are likely, we fear, to pause for a long 
time) for a reply. 

e congratulate the Hong Kong Association upon the brilliant 
success it is achieving in the way of repressing injudicious com- 
ments on China matters; for of course members at home can 
scarcely be expected to believe that there is anything worth 
talking about when those on the spot associated for the express 
purpose of talking and acting are silent and inert. Our congra- 
tulations are nevertheless sincere. To sit upon the safety valve 
does away with a great deal of di ble noise no doubt, but 
hardly conduces to safety from explosion. The dead weight and 
laziness of the Hong Kong Association is overloading the escape 
through which public feeling, as regards China, might find harm- 
less vent, and some any there will be an explosion. The China 
debate yet to come will be one of the debates of the day ; and, 
convinced as we are that war must come, we are not sorry to see 
the Foreign laziness of China and the selfish peace policy of thosr 
at home combined in the one object of putting off and go really 
hastening, the evil day. 

We are glad that we are at last enabled to announce the arrival 


at Hong Kong of the Austrian frigate Donay and the screw cor- 
vette Friederich, carrying the expedition to Siam, China, and 


Japan. Possessing, as Austria 80 markedly does, the friendly 
sympathy of Great Britain in this praiseworthy undertaking, the 
members of the expedition are likely to obtain whatever aid or 
hospitality it may lie within the power of our officials to afford. 
Those who remember the satisfactory results, in a literary way 
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at all events, of the Novara’s voyage, will be glad to learn that 
the painstaking and able compiler of its history is again in China, 
for the purpose of “taking notes,” and this time even more fully 
and efficiently assisted than on the former occasion. The following 
is the list of gentlemen to whom is confided the record of results : 
—On board the Donau, which carries the flag of Admiral Baron von 
Petz, Minister Plenipotentiary and Ambassador on Extraordinary 
Mission to the Courts of Siam, China, and Japan, with Chevalier de 
Wipplinger, Flag Captain commanding te vessel,and Baron Benko, 
Flag Lieutenant and Aide-de Camp to the Admiral are: Dr.Scherzer, 
Principal Civil Officer of the Mission, the Chief of the Commer- 
cial and Scientific[Department of the Expedition ; Mr. de Calice, 
Consul General for Ohina and Japan, with Messrs. Hengelmuller 
and Schlick, Chancelliers of the Consulate General in China and 
Japan ; Baron Herbert, Chancellor of Legation, and Baron Trau- 
tenberg, Secretary of Legation ; Baron Ransonet and Mr. de Ber- 
nath, Attaches ; and Mr. Pfisterer, Secre to Dr. Scherzer. On 
board the F'riederich, commanded by Captain the Chevalier Max 
de Pitzer, Hen Victor Schénberger is Commissioner for the depart- 
ment of hardware, iron goods, and glass; Dr. Sirsky, appointed to 
make investigationsregarding silkworm breeding. Dr.Schmucker, for 
the department of Chemistry. Mr. ArthurScala, for the department 
of textile industry, spinning,and weaving. Mr. Czerey and Baron 
are respectively commissioners, the former for investigating 

the commercial capabilities of China with regard to food products, 
ce, &c., and the latter for general statistics. Mr. Xantois 
(Director of the Pesth Museum and Zoological Gardens) is deputed 
to collect zoological specimens, &c., in China and Japan ; while, 
finally, Mr. a is the Photographie, of the Expedition. The 
Friederich and Donau will, I believe, probably remain here only 
about a week. They will then proceed to Shanghai, where the 
former vessel will remain, the Donaw proceeding northwards to 
Taku to enable Admiral Baron Petz to conclude the treaty with 
China. Thence the Donau will continue her voyage to Japan and 
trey America, while the Friederich will probably again visit this 


port. 

It is with much pleasure that we learn of steps having been taken 
by a number of influential Chinese resident in the colony to remove 

e disgrace of inhumanity hitherto resting upon their country- 
men, by forming an hospital committee with ample funds at its 
disposal to at once commence operations. Mr. Ho Asik, of the 
Kin Nam Hong, is named as chai his associates being some 
twenty in number. That they are thoroughly in earnest may be 
believed from the fact that they guarantee from ten to fifteen 
thousand dollars by way of commencement, trusting to add to that 
sum by a general subscription, which is shortly to be opened. To 
this the richer Chinese and many Foreign firms will, it is believed, 
be quite willing to contribute in more or less proportion, and 
money devoted to such a purpose will not be ill spent. 

We learn that complaints have been addressed to the British 
authorities by the Chinese Government with respect to certain 
alleged proceedings on the part of two gentlemen belonging to 
the American firm of Russel and Co.,—Mesars. Barbour and Stevens, 
who lately proceeded from Canton to Shanghai overland. It 
spose that the journey performed by these gentlemen through 
the Province of Kiang-si was achieved at the expense of the local 
mandarins, to whom the impression appears to have been conveyed, 
in some unexplained manner, that the travellers were British 
Officers (!) ordered to join their Legation at Peking, and that in 
this capacity ney were entitled to be provided with official means 
of transport. What can have led to such an extraordinary hallu- 
cination can scarcely be conjectured. 

A notification which appears in the Government Gazette request- 
ing tenders for the supply of telegraphic posts is a satisfactory 
indication that the Government has at last determined upon 
utilising the facilities afforded by electricity for keeping the out- 
stations of police in immediate communication with the central 
office. None will grudge the outlay necessary for such & purpose, 
which will confer more real security upon residents in the Colony 
than the enlistment of hundreds of the dumb and turbaned mon- 
strosities which, under the name of Sikhs, now afflict our high- 
Ways and byeways (or rather don’t afflict them when such a course 
could be of the slightest use). As persistent advocates of the idea 
we are glad to see that our views have been adopted ; and besides 
it will be the beginning of telegraphic communication for public 
use in China, 

We (Friend of China) hear from Macao, under date the 20th 
ultimo, that Messrs. Dent and Co.’s old book-keeper, Mr. Loureiro 
(quondam proprietor of Jessfield and much other valuable pro- 
perty in Shanghai), has been released from the durance to which 

6 was subjected, consequent on his inability to make the books 
of the firm exhibit proper balances. But we also hear from 
another party that the release has not actually taken place, 
though, by a beg ote from Lisbon, there can be no doubt of the 
order for release being on the way, a telegram stating that the 
despatch had issued from the proper office having ‘already been 
received. 

The British Consul at Saigon has forwarded a despatch to the 
Government of this colony stating that the French Government 
have granted for a period of forty years, to Messrs Heard, Kresser, 
Pollard, and Parker, the exclusive right of telegraphic communi- 
cation through Cochin China, between Europe and India (through 
the existing system of Indian bs dag hs,) and Hong Kong, China, 
Japan, Manila, Singapore, &c. The deapatal also states that the 
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QOonsul has communicated this fact to the of State, and 
the Consul has forwarded for the information of this Government 
a copy of the concession. 

The City Hal] is fast approaching completion. It will not, 
however, be formally inaugurated until the arrival of the Duke of 
Edinburgh, in October next.

MANILA. 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


On the 10th of May the reformed tariff was officially pub- 
lished, and from that date came into force. In the preamble of 
the decree by the Supreme Government most liberal views are ex- 
pressed, and the tariff itself is based on liberal ideas. Unfortu- 
nately these views are not likely to be carried out further than 
explicitly laid down in the tariff by the Custom House officials 
who are constantly giving proofs of their little-mindedness an 
anxiety to entrap parties. Frequently may be seen advertised 
at auction articles seized for some trivial mistake, the total value 
of which does not amount to one dollar. It is to be hoped that the 
newly-named superintendent of trade will carry out the views ex- 
pressed in the above preamble, in order that he may stop these 
petty tricks, which occasion an enormous amount of trouble to 
importers, and no benefit to the exchequer. One great re- 
lief will be felt from the entire suppression of export dues, the 
non-interference of the carabineers with exports; this corps has 
been the bane of both importers and shippers ; with the latter they 
are now, one may say, extinct, but importers will still have to battle 
with them ; these, the petty annoyances of Custom-house officers 
and the extra expenses of goods having to be landed and stored 
at the Custom-house, are more than the value of the 7 per cent. 
duties levied on most articles imported, and I am sure that 
importers would prefer and would consider it a less tax having to 

ay ten per cent. on true value of invoices if the Custom-house could 
Es done away with. In two years hence the differential duties be- 
tween goods imported by foreign or Spanish flag are to be entirely 
done away with, and it is likely‘other liberal reductions will be made 
in the tariff, and it is to be hoped the Madrid authorities will see 
by then that it will be a greater advantage to commerce and a 
gain to the Exchequer to make Manila a free port entirely, in- 
stituting instead of duties on importations a stamp tax on bills of 
lading, exchange, &c.,as in Hong Kong and other parts. In 
the new or reformed tariff, the mode of levying dues has been in 
pet a copy of the French Customs ; all piece pay duty per 

ilogramme instead of measurement, and the kilogramme is fol- 
lowed wherever practicable. The suppression of tonnage dues will 
undoubtedly cause many vessels sesking to call in here, which 
hitherto have been frightened away by having to pay these high 
tonnage dues. 

I send you a list of the nevis! changes in the tariff above 
referred to :—Abolition of export duty ; abolition of tonnage dues 
of all kinds, in place of which a light duty will be levied on cargo 
discharged. The differential duties on goods have been reduced 
50 per cent., v.¢., goods formerly paying 7 per cent. per Spani 
and 14 by Foreign flag, now pay 10} cent. per latter. two 
years hence the are to be assimilated. Formerly, goods 
arriving in Spanish bottoms from Europe, Singapore, and China 
paid 7, 8, and 9 per cent. respectively, now they will pay 7 per 
cent., irrespective of the port of loading. Protection duties have 
been reduced 50 per cent., z.¢., goods, as wines, d&c., formerly 

ying 40 per cent. in Spanish, and 50 per cent. in Foreign 

ottoms now pay only 234 per cent. and 284 per cent. re- 
spectively. Foreign vessels upon taking the Spanish flag will 
now pay, if under 100 tons, six dollars and a-half per ton; from 
100 to 300 tons, five dollars per ton; over 300 tons, two dollars 
and a-half per ton; iron vessels of any size, two dollars and 
a-half per ton. The ton is total measurement and one cubic metre. 
Owners of Spanish vessels are now at liberty to sell or mortgage 
the same to Foreigners. 


ILO ILO. 

Universal regret is felt at the death of H.M.’s Vice-Consul of 
Tlo Io, Nicholas Loney, Esq., which occurred on April 22 last. Mr. 
Loney died of fever, brought on by privations suffered in a scientific 
excursion up the Mountain of “Canlaon” or “ Malaspina,” never 
before penetrated by any European. Mr. Loney was beloved by 
all he came in contact with ; Hnglishien, Spaniards, and natives 
equally reverenced him, and their respect was fully shown at his 
foneral; which was attended by everyone, from the Governor of 
the island down to labourers of the most humble class ; indeed, to 
such an extent, that a steamer arriving on that day could not get 
one man to help the crew to discharge her cargo. From the first 
day of his illness great numbers of people crowded his re- 
sidence, offering their services in any way which might 
help to alleviate his sufferings. Mr. Loney to his country- 
men was kind, amiable, and generous, and all Spaniards that 
knew him spoke of him as a “ pamela? Caballero,” while the 
natives considered him the height of an honourable merchant. 
His literary and scientific contributions to a local paper here were 
always perused with pleasure, and there is no doubt of his being 
the principal cause of the recent wonderful increase in the com- 
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merce of the islands of Panay and Negros. Mr. Loney arrived at 

nineteen years ago, and was named H.M.'s Vice-Consul at 
Tho Ilo in 1856, eince when, excepting a visit to Europe and a few 
months as Acting-Consul at Manila, he has fulfilled his duty to 
the satisfaction of all who came in official contact with him. Mr. 
Loney leaves a disconsolate widow and two children, and brothers 
to whom the loss can never be replaced. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 
Dates from Singapore are tothe 18th June. Since the depar- 
ture of the previous steamer the outward mails of 7th and 13th 
May had been received. The Straits Times gives the following 


summary of news :— 

There has only been one meeting of the Legislative Council 
since last mail left, at which the Fire Bill was under discussion. 
His Excellency the Governor, with Lady Ord, Private Secre- 
tary and Aide-de-Camp, left this for Java, in the colonial steamer 
Peiho, on the evening of the 11th June, and will, it is anticipated, 
be absent for about a fortnight. His trip, it has been stated, is 
undertaken under instructions from home, and with a view to a 
revisal of the Treaty of Holland, regarding which, and its bear- 
ing on the position we are entitled to hold with the native rulers 
on the North Coast of Sumatra, there have been so many disputea. 
It is somewhat late in the day now to attempt to remedy the 
blunders committed by tbe Treaty of Holland ; but if his Excel- 
ency’s trip will have no better result, it will at least put a stop to the 
continual bickerings which have existed on the question hereto- 
fore. The intelligence of the promotion of the Governor to the 
military rank of Major-General, and of Colonel Macpherson to 
the Jocal rank of Lieutenant-Governor of the Settlements, was re- 
Oeived by last mail. 

The captain and a portion of the crew of the tea clipper Coral 
Nymph arrived on the 4th June, that vessel having become a 
total wreck on a coral reef in Gaspar Straits ; the rest of the crew 
have arrived since from Mintok. The Corul Nymph was bound 
to Shanghai with a cargo of coals. A court of inquiry has been 
held at this place to investigate the causes of ili lose and Cap- 
tain Winchester, the master, has been acquitted of all blame and 
his certificate returned to him. Great fears are entertained for 
the safety of the British India Company’s steamship Cheduba, 
which left Calcutta on the 14th May, and had not arrived at Ran— 
any or been heard of otherwise up to the 3rd June, when the 

Burmah steamer left, Her passengers include General Faunce 
and other officers of the Indian army, also several residents of 
British Burmah. The passage from Calcutta to Rangoon should

ith reference to the reception of the Duke of Edinburgh, the 
Straits Observer remarks :—“It would be an aot of abject folly, 
under present circumstances, for the Legislative Council to grant 
a vote to Sir Harry Ord, to enable him to make a grand display 
towards his Royal Highness at the expense of the colony. It 
would be tantamount to an acknowledgment that his Exce ency 
was the true exponent of public opinion, instead of being its re- 
r antagonist. The relations of the residents and the Execu- 
tave are daily assuming a more hostile form, and the state of the 
exchequer betokens something like insolvency at no distant date. 
Already, the approaching visit from Prince Alfred has been made 
an excuse for hurrying on the works of the new Government house 
st enormous cost, and we believe that it is contemplated to apply 
for a further grant for our royal guest’s entertainment. Our ex. 
perience of gubernatorial measures hitherto has not been such as 
to imbue us with confidence in an economical and effective dis- 
bursement of our funds. It is the better and more manly course 
to reject at once all overtures for a special grant, and to deter 
mine that the Duke of Edinburgh shall be really, aa wall as no- 
minally, the guest of the colony honoured by his presence. It 
is not much beyond a hearty welcome that we can extend to him, 
eure lemented bya few amusements to relieve the ennui of offi- 
boredom. The funds can easily be raised by subscription, 
and administered by the men selected for the purpose by 
the mass of their fellow-colonists. If the Governor, who, 
as the Queen’s representative, should be the right person to 
receive the Queen’s son, will join in with such a ommittee, he 
will go far to show that his motives are not limited to those of 
personal aggrandisement, but are sincerely devoted to the interests 
of the people under his charge. The opposition which his high-. 
ded courses have engendered would be temporarily silenced, 
and we should be glad to find excuses for shortcomings which were 
the fault of the head and not of the heart. Let the people re- 
-ceive Prince Alfred, with or without the assistance of his Excel- 
lency! If the former, so much the better for all, and a heavy 
blow to much heart-burning. Ifthe latter, then we must take the 
matter in our own hands, for our own respect and the honor due 

to our Queen’s son.” 
The following is also exstracted from the Straits Observer -— 

The somewhat meagre report of the interview between Lord 
Granville and the Straits Association, regarding the leading 
ate ae of the colony, shows, at any rate, two things very 
-Olearly. The first is, that our friends at home are not Kae in 
fighting the battle ; and the second, that the Colonial Secretary is 
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not inclined to turn a deaf ear to our well-grounded complainta, 
Already a good result has been arrived at by the exertions of the 
Association, and a rebuff of no ordinary magnitude been adminis- 
tered to our Governor and his Executive adherents. Sir Harry Ord 
will never have a chance of hoisting his beloved blue ensign on the 
steamer which he 40 royally ordered at out expense, but must remain 
content with the humbleness of the Peiho. The saving of $70,000 
js in itself no small matter, but what we particularly rejoice at is 
the assurance afforded by the Colonial Office against selfish extra- 
vagance and high-handed arrogance. When the Governor wanted 
a steamer and brought his requirement before the Legislative. 
Council, he got the best that could be procured. But when his 
insatiable love of display tempted him to throw away Colonial 
funds unauthorisedly, then the Deus er machind stepped in in the 
form of Lord Granville, and forbade the waste. is example 
alone shows that in dealing with our grievances the Colonial 
Secretary requires only to have them fairly stated by some com- 
petent and responsible body, who shall have thoroughly satisfied 
themselves beforehand of the justice of their case, and whose 
standing shall guarantee that no idle and frivolous grumbling 
shall occupy the public time.” 





PENANG. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


A very interesting insurance case came before the Vice-Admi- 
ralty Court at Penang on the 4th June. It appeared that the British 
ship Spirit of the Deep, Captain J. Hewitt, left Penang for Lon- 
don on the 24th May, 1867, laden with a cargo of tin and gum 
benjamin, and shortly after her departure struck on a rock called 
Battu Buroo, about three miles from the coast of Acheen (Su- 
matra), in the channel known as the Malacea Passage, and sunk 
there. The captain and crew proceeded on to Europe in a pase- 
ing vessel, and the London insurance companies (Lloyd’s and 
others) paid up the claims against them on the ship and cargo. 
The insurance companies desired every effort to be made to re- 
cover the cargo, and two expeditions were sent to the spot from 
Penang, but were unsuccessful. In the present year several per- 
sons from Penang and Singapore proceeded to the wreck and re- 
covered large quantities of the tin, &c., which they very foolishly 
brought to Penang, with the marks and names of several local 
firms on them, which firms had snipped them on board the Spirit 
of the Deep. The tin was claimed by these firma, as agents of the 
insurance companies, and the salvors were offered a moiety as sal- 
vage, but they refused to accept it, and claimed the whole as their 
property by reason (as they allege) of their having obtained leave 
from the Rajah of Acheen to dive for the tin and eum benjamin, 
on condition that they gave him half the recovered Property. The 
agents at Penang for the insurance companies, contended that the

without condemnation by a neutral State, and adjudication must 
be such as is recognised by international law as a regular con- 
demnation of the res. The matter came on for argument on an 
pearance under protest, and the Judge (Sir Wm. Hackett) was of 
opinion that he must overrule the objection to the jurisdiction, bug 
as it was a case of considerable interest to all concerned he would 
deliver judgment on some future day. I hear that the value of 
the property brought to Penang is about 60,000 dols. The case 
has greatly excited the good people here, as a large portion of the 
tin was surreptitiously imported into the island and resmelted ; in 
one case the salvors were caught flagrante delicto. The case is of 
some interest to the whole mercantile community, as also in 
political point of view. 

(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Although Penang increases in mercantile importance, the sani- 
tary condition of the settlement does not keep pace with the im- 
provement in other respects. The Government and the residents 
seem very well agreed on this point, for the neglect and want of 
proper arrangement is quite as prominent in some of the houses 
and godowns as in the public streets. Penang has no street lamps. 
Beach-street—considering it is the great centre of traffic, and that 
it contains all the merchants’ offices and stores—is in a disgracefut 
state, the stench from the open sewer in front of the shops being 
intolerable, and a discredit to any civilised Government. The an- 
tiquated buildings may be a source of pride to old established 
firme, but they sadly jar upon one’s ideas in 1869, and the sooner. 
they give place to structures of a more modern character the better 
for the general reputation of Penang. When the merchants do 
undertake this rebuilding process it is to he hoped they will make 
strong efforts to erect such a sea-wall as will form what is known 
in China as a “ Bund ;” for the present “ tag-rag " appearance of the 
shore, although certainly in harmony with the existing condition 
of Beach-street, will not suit anything with a new face. The 
Government should be called upon to aid in the construction of 
this Bund. 

There is unmistakably a “ Portuguese ” sort of spirit pervading 
Penang—not in mercantile operations—but in the town generally. 
The Fort (so called), for instance, is in a most neglected and in- 
efficient condition, being without an defence, and to have European 
cca in such a place is one of the greatest burlesques imagin- 
able. It possesses no material for exercising the men in gun prac- 
tice, and no small field pieces—the most in ispensable weapon in 
the event of a riot. The irregularity of pay to the officers of the 
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rtillery is another reason why the artillery should be withdrawn, | but dealers were by no means anxious buyers. For Bar Iron there was a 


the pay and allowances being about half that of the regular 
Indian regiments. If the Secretary of the War Department could 
but land here and see how this works to the injury of the officers 
he would not withhold such an allowance as would put the English 
officers on a par with those of the Indian service. The appointment 
of Mr. Bradford (Crown solicitor at Mauritius) to the post of Regis- 
trar of the Court at Penang is considered by many a great in- 
justice to the present Acting Registrar, Hon. C. B. Plunket, who is 
an old Straits servant. Mr. Noble and Mr. Upward, of the Hong 
Kong aud Shanghai Bank, have passed here, en route for the Cal- 
cutta and Bombay agencies of that Bank. 

The Government of Penang is on a very unsatisfactory footing, 
the appointments being too much under the control of the 
Singapore authorities, which involves a complication of the 
aes accounts, and responsibility, constituting a very bad speci- 
men of the “red-tape”” system. From the Lieutenant -Governor— 
Colonel Anson—downwards all the duties have to be discharged 
subject to the heads of departments in Singapore, which, in the 
end, of course places the responsibility nowhere Colonel Anson has 
no more power than the turkeys that walk in his yard. Whatever 
he or any other official suggests is snubbed by their superiors at 
Singapore ; and to this may be traced in a great measure the sani- 
tary shortcomings of the town. 

Penang is rich in old residents, the palm resting with Mr. Ibbet- 
son, who came out in 1805, and has remained here ever since, with 
the exception of the time occupied in occasional visits to England. 
For some years Mr. Ibbetson was Resident or Governor, for 
which he now enjoys a pension of £600 per annum. Although he 
has passed his eightieth year he is still in full possession of all his 
faculties, is enjoying good health, and is full of interesting anec- 
dotes of the by-gone days of the East India Company. His wife 
died many years since, and he has three children, one settled in Eng- 
land. The Protestant religion has been sadly neglected in Penang, 
but the present chaplain, Mr. Moreton, seems determined to make 
efforts to redeem the character of the community on that score. 
The result of the neglect is that Penang, an English settlement, 
is three-quarters Roman Catholic ; and who is to blame? The 
people have been born and bred here, and unquestionably we should 

ve seen at this day three-quarters Protestants had we shown any 
common attention to the matter. 

The proposed annexation of territory at the Dindings is in abey- 
ance, unless the Rajah will concede a larger slice. Governor Ord 
has decided that it is not worth attention. The iron ship Dharwar, 
belonging to Messrs. John Willis and Sons, on board of which vessel 
a fire occurred recently, is now nearly discharged. A survey was 
held on board on the 31st May, when part of the cargo found to 
be damaged by fire and sea water was recommended to be thrown 
overboard, and the remainder discharged. The vessel had some 
1,500 tons cargo on board when the fire was discovered, most of 
which was insured. 

The sugar estates in Province Wellesley, on the opposite shore, 
are mostly in a thriving condition. The Right Hoe E. Hors- 
man, who was lately elected M.P. for Liskeard, is proprietor of no 
less than six of these estates. 

The steamer Ajax, Capt. Kidd, one of Holt’s line, arrived from 
Liverpool a Mauritius on the 4th June, having accomplished the 
run in 53 days, which is the best yet recorded She has on board 
twelve naval officers and engineers for the China station. On her 
arrival in China she will, as usual, Joad for London, calling at 
Singapore and Mauritius. This line will be soon passing through 
the Suez Canal, and the time will then be largely reduced. It 
lor afford a fine opportunity for passengers who cannot afford the 

rates.

The settlements for the fortnight amounted to 1,803 half-chests, leaving a 
stock of about 4,000 half-chests Shanghai-packed tea unsold. The new 
Pingeuey were expected in about a fortnight. 

Hanxow.—Mesars. Drysdale, Ringer and Co. report as follows under 
date 28th May :—Our market was opened on the 24th instant by the pur- 
chase of one chop Yung Low Toong Tea at 81 taels per picul. As the 
price paid was considered too high, no more business was done till the 
following morning, when the chops Tai Chunn and Ung Wha were reported 
at 30 and 81 taels per picul respectively, giving much better value than 
the first chop settled. Other buyers then entered the market, and at the 
end of the day 16 chops had changed hands; a steady business has since 
been done, total settlements amounting to about 84 chops, at from 22} to 
84 taela per picul. There has been very much less excitement than is 
usual at the opening of the market, and demand has run principally on the 
finest Teas, for which prices have been well maintained, but for such Teas 
as cannot be so classed there has been but little enquiry, and they can now 
be bought at from 2 to 3 taels per picul decline. Prices paid are on an 
average 5 to 6 taels lower than last year. The quality of the crop 
is not, on the whole, so fine as last year, although quite equal, if not 
superior, in strength. The Oanfas are very much inferior; they have 
not that fine quality which characterised them last season; they 
are, however, very strong Teas. The Cheong Sou Kye are superior to 
last year’s growth, and we think some of the chops from this district will 
prove the best of the year’s yield. The Yong Low Toong are about the 
same as last year, which applies also to the Nip Car See teas. Those from 
Soong Yong are fine in cup, but rather wanting in leaf; and the Loong 
Kongs are also wanting in this respect, but are very flavory and attrac- 
tive. Musters of the Ning Chows were shown here on the 24th instant, 
and as they are very fine teas, and quite of a fancy class, they found ready 
buyers at rates equivalent to 2s. 14d. to 2s. 4d. perlb.; about 8,000 half-chests 
have been offered, 6,800 of which have found buyers. Settlements re- 
ported to date: 56,000 chests, 7,000 half-chests, 6,000 of which are 
Ningchows. Total arrivals to date, 113,366 cheats, 9,816 half-chests. 
Stock, 57,480 chests, 3,123 half-chests. 

Krvx1anc.—Arrivals of Ningchow Teas amounted to 7,474 half-chests, 
known as Oolongs, which were considered inferior to similar Teas of last 
year. Onechop of Ningchows in chests had been settled at Tis. 29—the 
quality of which, in water, compared favourably with that of last season, 
but im leaf was considered rather poorer. One chop of Hohows was 
offering, and was thought much superior to like Teas of last year. 

Foocnow.—The stock of new season’s Congou had reached 170,000 
chests, but no business had been done by Foreigners, and no anxiety had 
been shown to commence operations, Teamen were reported as pressed 
for money, and this fact, with their increasing desire to realise, might lead 
to business at any time. The quality of the new tea was disappointing. 
Congous had arrived from all the districts, and the opinion expressed upon 
them was decidedly unfavourable; the majority of the chops to hand 
contained a large percentage of old tea, thereby detracting very much 
from the flavour, and rendering them flat in the drawing. In make the 
teas were generally satisfactory, and apparently were less dusty than last 
season’s: some exceptional parcels, from the Ching Wo district, were 
attractive in leaf and liquor, but lacking in body. The stock of Oolongs 
amounted to 6,000 half-chests, and in quality they were considered want- 
ing in strength. No arrivals of Souchongs had taken place, but advices 
had been received from the interior of purchases at prices some five to six 
taels under those of last season. The few—Scented Teas shown were fairly 
well made, but indifferently scented. 

Amor.—The arrivals of the new crop Teas had been but small, and 
the supplies to hand represented only some 13 or 14 chops of Congou, 
and 4 or 5 chops of Orange Pekoe; the quality of which was not 80 satis- 
factory as could have been wished, though the supply was not large 
enough to justify an opinion upon the general quality of the crop. The 
leaf was thought of better make, but the liquor not up to the usual 
standard. The market was not expected to open for some weeks. 
Oolongs were expected to be some three weeks later in arriving than 
last year. 

Caxron.—The market had not opened for new season's teas. Native 
merchants were holding firmly for prices, equal to the extreme rates paid 
at the commencement of last season, while buyers evinced no disposition 
to begin purchasing, save at prices on a par with last home quotations, 
which would leave a loss to the teamen of about 8 to 10 taels. Stocks of 
all descriptions of Canton made teas were getting heavy. The quality of 
the crop was quite equal to the average of former years, some parcels 
were perhaps better scented than usual, teamen having had more time to 
prepare the leaf.

A Central Press telegram from New York says that information ar- 
rived there yesterday afternoon from Japaa that a steamship, formerly 
the Confederate crniser Tallahassee, has been wrecked near Yoko- 
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hama; twenty-two lives were lost, including the captain. Assistance 
‘was s00n rendered, by which the greater part of the passengers and 
corew were saved. No vestige of the wreck was afterwards seen, the

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL.—Jouty 7. 
(Present :—Lord Justice Giffard, Sir J. Colville, and Sir J. Napier.) 
THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND CHINA V. EVANS AKD 

ANOTHER (MACKELLAR AND CO.’8 ASSIGNEES). 

This was an appeal from the Supreme Court for China and Japan,, 
ewhich had ordered the jndgment of Her Majesty’s Court at Hankow in, 
favour of the appellants to be reversed with costa, and that the - 
aonb paid 10,027 taele and other moneys, amounting to about, 

000. 

Sir Roundell Palmer, Mr. Joseph Browne, Q.C., and Mr. Arthar' 
Cohen were for the sppellanta; Mr. Field, Q.C., Mr. Arthur Charles, 
aed Mr. Myburgh for the respondents. 

The appellants were bankers, among ether places, at Hankow, and 
the respondents, the creditors’ assignees of Mackellar and Co., who 
were merchants at Hankow, and claimed a sum of money in possession 
ofthe Bank. The judgment was in favour of the Bank, on which there 
vwesan appeal to the Supreme Court, where additional evidence was 
callowed, and the decision of the Court below was reversed. The pre- 
aout appeal was to reverse the decision of the Supreme Coart. 


Lord Justice Giffard delivered jadgment as follows, reversing Judge 

ornby’s decision :— 

‘* Their Lordships cannot entertain the slightest doubt in this ease. 
As regards the twenty-seven tacls, the respondents must have those, 
but this small sum cannot affect the question of coats, nor does it ap- 
pear ever to have been a matter in dispute. 

“ As regards the case iteelf, there obviously was but one contract, 
and one transaction, and that is detailed in the letter to which Mr. 
Field referred. The letter, taken in connection with the evidence, 
‘shows distinctly that there was but one contract, on the 27th of June, 
and that that contract was an advance of 32,000 taele in this way :— 
22,000 taels was to be advanced, and 10,000 taels was to be held as 
Margin to secure certain debta. 

‘* If those were the terms on which the advance of the 22,000 taels 
@as made, and the 10,000 taels were to be retained, and if the whole 
(Was one transaction, as it clearly was, it necessarily follows that the 
10,000 taele cannot be recovered s0 long as the state of circumstances 
is such as that consistently with the contract the 10,000 taels ought to 
‘Be in the hands of the Bank. It is clear that this was.the state of things 
at the time when the judgment was given, and that there was then no 
| hare whatever for proceeding for the recovery of these 10,000 taels. 

udulent preference therefore can have no application whatever, be- 
Cause the 10,000 taels formed no part of the bankrupt’s estate, and 
there was not in any eense 6 dealing with that which belonged to the 
bankrupt. 

** Upon these grounds, without going further, their lordships think 
dt sufficient to say that the judgment of the Supreme Court was wrong, 
‘that the judgment of the Court of first instance was right, and that 
the appellants ought to have all their coste before the Court of first 
instance, before the Court of Appeal, and before this Court, deducting 
the twenty-seven taels on the assumption that this sum has not been 
already paid. 

‘With respect to the facts raising the question of fraudulent pre- 
ference, it is unnecessary for their lordships to express what their 
opinion would have been had the dealing been a dealing with the 
bankrupt’s estate ; suffice it tosay that the learned judge of the Supreme 
Oourt has laid down the law more widely than it ought to have been 
laid down, and in a way to which theirdordahips cannot assent. 

’ ‘Their Lordships will, therefore, humbly report to Her Majesty that 
the judgment of the Supreme Court for China and Japan ought to be 
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reversed with costs, and in lieu thereof that the appeal from the In- 
ferior Court to the Supreme Court onght to be diamissed with

VICE-CHANCELLORS’ COURTS, Jury 22.

RE THE LONDON, BOMBAY, AND MEDITERRANEAN BANK me 

Mr. Dickinson, Q.C., Mr. Prendergast, Q.C., and Mr. Everitt 
appeared in this matter on behalf of the Bank of Hindustan, China 
and Japan, the Union Bank of London, and other creditors of the 
London, Bombay, and Mediterranean Bank—whoee debts amounted 
in the aggregate to £78,000—in support of a motion for an order to 
remove the present liquidators of that company, and to appoint a Mr. 
Archibald Stewart in their stead. The order to wind up the company 
had been made go long ago as the 20th ef July, 1866, and the liquida- 
tion was not yet concluded. 

The Vice-Chancellor, after some little discussion, and intimating it 
to be his opinion that the appointment of some one responsible person, 
some creditor of the company, was the best course to adopt, but ex- 
pressing a doubt whether he should appoint Mr. Stewart, directed the 
matter to be brought before him in Chambers on Tuesday next.

BANKRUPTCY IN THE Tra Trapg.—At the Court of Bankruptcy en 
the 22nd there was a first sitting hefore Mr. Registrar Brougham, 
under the failure of Nathaniel W. Knee, who had carried on business 
as a wholesale tea-dealer in Mark-lane and Water-lane. The bank- 
rupt’s defalcations are to the extent of several thousand pounds, and 
a grand pianoforte, which cost sixty guineas, is at present the o! 
available asset. Ina letter written by the bankrupt at the time of 
departure, he states that he is on his way to America, but it is believed 


| that he has absconded to Spain. A reward has been offered for his 


apprehension, but he is still at large. The bankrupt enjoyed a 
reputation as a religious man, and up to the time of his departure 
was supposed to be in prosperous circumstances. A lady named New- 
man, the widow of his former partner, is reported to be the principal 
sufferer. In the absence of the bankrupt the proofs now tendered were 


admitted, subject to investigation, and assignees were chosen.

The most stand exe 
chosive, and conceited of all peoples has at length abandoned its obsti- 
nate conservatism ; the tide of human progress has risen to such a 
height that even the Celestial Empire has been swept into the curremt, 
John Chinaman, impelled by curiosity, by love of gain, or the sheer 
necessity of getting something to eat, is gradually severing the ties 
that bind him to the Central Flowery Land, and seeking a home else- 
where. He overflows into Australia, where he labours at the diggi! 
traffics in “notions,” accumulates and lends at usury, and 
marries some bright-eyed Tipperary girl, who weans him from the 
joss-house and makes him a sort of Confucian Catholic. He populates 
California so fast as to affect all the social characterestics of the 
country ; and he elbows both the scheming Yankee and the strong, rough 
Irishman, out of the most profitable fields both ef traffic and of hand 
labour. But, if a recent telegram from Hong Kong is to be trusted, 
Chinese enterprise is about to attempt another and a very daring 
stroke. It is actually about to invade Mincing-lane, and try concla- 
sions with the London tea-broker for the profits of his trade. The 
“ Hongs,” we are told, are about to establish an agency in London. 
Bat what are “Hongs?” the inquirer may ask. Stripped of .ail 
technicalities, the announcement simply means that certain Chinese 
merchants, who have hitherto sent consignments to English housea, 
are aboot to appoint their own representatives in the London market, 
go as to enter into direct relations with English buyers.

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and not kicked and cuffed by brutal mandarins. Mr. Lip- 
DELL and Sir Cuartes Ditxe having thus demolished the 
China merchant, and no other member having anytbing to 
say in his favour, Mr. Orway (the Under-Secretary for Fo- 
reign Affairs) rose to wind up the discussion. He showed 
most satisfactorily—to himeelf, at least, and apparently to the 
House—that there was no necessity for any steps towards 
improving our position in China, inasmuch as our relations 
with that country were steadily improving of their own ac- 
cord. He took credit to the Government for its anxiety to 
consult the wishes of the mercantile community both in 
China and at home, but quite forgot to congratulate himself 
on the admirable skill with which this praiseworthy desire 
has been concealed. He rather ingeniously attributed Colo- 
nel SyKes's arguments in favour of the rights of inland re- 
sidence to a desire to cause confusion, which might result in 
the overthrow of the existing dynasty and the establishment 
of his old friends the Taipings. And finally, he announced 
the intention of the Government to do nothing until four 
more years have elapsed, when the Empgnor will attain his 
majority, and the term of the existing treaties with Euro- 
pean Powers will expire. 

As usual, when India, China, or Colonial affairs are under 
discussion, there was a thin and inattentive House. None 
of those members who are directly or indirectly connected 
with the China trade took part in the debate. During the 
whole of Mr. Orway’s speech, almost the only symptom of 
interest was a slight laugh raised by an allusion to Mr. ALa- 
BASTER’s statement that when travelling in the interior of 
China, he was called “ His Excellency the Devil.” In the 
end, Colonel Syxzs withdrew his motion for papers relative 
to the revision of the Treaty. There are not mary points 
in the debate worthy of notice, but one of them is the 
persistence with which those who support the Chinese view 
of the question adhere to the idea that the Treaty of Tient- 
sin was “extorted,” by force and fear, from a weak and pros- 
trate foe. This is by no means a fair description of the 
circumstances under which it was obtained. In truth, the 
provisions of the treaty, even if carried out au pied de la 
lettre, would be but a moderate recompense to England for 
the services rendered in the annihilation of the Taiping re- 
bellion. Again, we are represented as always bullying 
and coercing China, whereas, in the instance just named, 
we rendered assistance in the hour of her sorest need, and 
in fact saved the Government from utter subversion. An- 
other curious circumstance is the confusion, in most 
of the speeches, between the Chinese people and the 
Chinese Government. Members speak generally of “ The 
Chinese” as opposing this, or willing to grant that concession, 
but seem incapable of realising the great and important fact 
that the rulers and the people are not as one; but that, on 
the contrary, the populace, as a body, are ready and willing in 
most cases to enter into closer relations with Foreigners, 
whereas the governing classes, seeing danger to their own 
power in the spread of enlightenment and the introduction 
of Foreign civilisation, interpose every obstacle in their 
power to prevent this rapprochement. On this point Colonel 
Sykes was clear enough, and we must not forget either to 
give him credit for his manly defence of the character of our 
merchants in China, who, he maintained, were in no wa 
responsible for any of the complications that have lately 
arisen. But what an unsatisfactory state of things it is when, 
in the whole House of Commons, the best, or rather the 
only champion of the English merchants in China is— 
Colonel Syxxs !

THE DEBATE ON CHINA. 

Tue long-promised debate on our relations with the Chinese 
Empire came off at last, on the 13th inst. The China mer- 
chants certainly could not have had a more zealous advocate 
than Colonel Sykes, though their cause might have been 
argued more logically. For instance, Colonel Syxgs, after 
an elaborate exposition of the utter powerlessness and incom- 
petency of the Chinese Government, proceeded to argue from 
these premises that we ought forthwith to increase our demands 
upon it ; a little inconsistency that the Liberal Press is not 
slow to lay hold of, and ask, what on earth is the use of demand- 
ing more concessions from a Government that, on your own 
showing, is unable to give effect to those it has already granted? 
In fact, this is the weak point with many of those who, like 
Colonel Syxes, support the views of the merchants. But 
for all that, the inconsistency is only apparent. We perfectly 
recognise the fact that the Government is in many respects a 
feeble and helpless one ; and we demand no unreasonable 
concessions. The Treaty of Tientsin, if carried out as it 
should be, both in letter and in spirit, would of itself do 
away with most of the grievances of which merchants and 
‘missionaries at present complain. A liberal interpretation 
of its clauses would even provide for the introduction of 
railways and telegraphs, those détes noirs of the Tsong-li-Ya- 
men. Colonel Sykxs entered into an unnecessarily lengthy 
resumé of the history of China for the last sixteen cen- 
turies, and thus tired out an audience already disposed 
to be impatient, before he came to the main point of his 
argument, which was the utter impotency of the Peking 
Government, and its inability to carry out its engagements 
to our trade; and he maintained that in return for the ser- 
vices we were compelled to render, we were entitled to a re- 
vision of our trading relations, both in regard to transit dues 
and the right to reside in the interior. He also maintained, 
and with justice, that there is no inherent hostility to us on 
the part of the natives generally, and that most of the diffi- 
culties in which Foreigners find themselves involved arise 
from the jealousy and ill-will of the officials. In this Colonel 
Syxzs does but endorse our own firm and often-expressed 
convictions as to the origin of such difficulties. 

The next speaker, Mr. LippELL, was of opinion that, if we 
desired to preserve our China trade, a new system of diplo- 
macy, based on a steadier adherence to international rights, 
must be employed. By “a new system of diplomacy” Mr. 
LiwpE i was candid enough to explain that he meant a con- 
ciliatory policy, and a system of concessions, not only to the 
interests, but even to the preyudices, of the Chinese. Lord 
CLARENDON, as we have before had occasion to observe, eats 
haumble-pie with an apparent appetite, but Mr. Lippe. is 
perfectly voracious for it ; he cannot wait even to make two 
bites at it, but wants to swallow it whole. Of course he 
held up the irreproachable conduct of the United States 
towards China as an example to be followed. Sir CHar.es 
DiiKkeE followed on the same side, and asserted that the 
Chinese had granted us “everything we had a right 
to expect.” Of course, having made a voyage round the 
world, and written a big book, Sir CHar.es knows all about 
China affairs. It would never do to suggest to so eminent a 
personage that we have perhaps some right to expect an occa- 
sional fulfilment of solemn promises ; safety for our persons, 
and protection for sur property ; and that our Consuls and 
other official representatives should be treated with respect, 










































CoLonEL SYKES has also questioned the Government about 
the appropriation of the sums arising from the licensing of 
gaming-houses in Hong Kong, and elicited a reply to the 
effect, that although it had been included in the general esti- 
mates of the colony for the present year, this would not in 
future be sanctioned, but the money would form a special 
fund, to be appropriated eventually to the suppression of 
gambling. It is lucky for the tax-payers in the colony 
though, that Sir Rioharp MacDonnagtu has got it into the 
general estimates even for one year. 


Mr. Ayrton has brought in a Bill (which was read a second 
time in the House of Commons on the 23rd inst.) making 
provision for the erection of a lighthouse on the great Basses 
Rock, in Ceylon,“ and for other purposes connected therewith.” 
Perhaps Government will some day undertake the improve- 
ment of Galle Harbour. 
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WE learn from the Moscow Gazette that the Russian and 
Chinese Commissioners appointed to trace the frontier be- 
tween the two empires have met at the military station at 
Oakek, in Eastern Siberia. The Russian Government pro- 

to open a trade with the western provinces of China, 
and has instructed its consul at Koudja to draw up a report 
on the industrial and commercial resources of the district.

OUR CHINA POLICY. 


(STANDARD. ) 

China debates in the House of Commons seldom leave a pleasant 
taste in the mouth. One is conscious, it is true, of much wholesome 
indignation directed againat the Chinese authoritics by the exponents 
of the British merchants, and of much hig-hminded forbearance ex- 
hibited by the British Government. A foreigner watching the debates 
would perceive that the interest of the poorest Asiatic villages in con- 
tact with the military or naval forces of this country was as jealously 
cared for in the English Parliament as if Quangtung and Kiangsi were 
English constituencies; and he would, it is to be hoped, be duly im- 
pressed with an admiration for the generous spirit which animates our 
policy abroad. But at the same time we fancy he would be at a loss 
to know what the assailants of the Government were driving at, and 
what views were being defended by gentlemen in office. Everyone 
seems to be talking round about the subjects dealt with, and while the 
ss fryer of one side in the discussion seem to be put forward in a 

f-digested state, the motives for obstructing them which animate 
their opponents i ine equally undefined. Colonel Sykes raised a dis- 
cussion of the ordinary stamp last week by a motion, subsequently 
withdrawn, for ig ae connected with the negotiations for a revision 
of the Treaty of Tientsin. He dwelt upon some of the most fami- 
liar mercantile grievances, especially complaining of the transit 
dues, those inland duties which are levied on goods sent to the 
interior in addition to the original customa’ duty charged on them at 
the port of entry, and algo explained to the House how China was in 
@ wildly anarchical atate, ruled by departmental despotism based upon 
corruption. All this was part, of course, of a very old story. Then 
Mr. Otway made the usual official apology for the Chinese Government, 
which, afflicted by rebellions and foreign wars, was really entitled to 
consideration at our hands, even if all its promises had not been quite 
accurately fulfilled. He also varied the proceedings by introducing 
the House to a new and ingenious motive for doing nothing. The 
young Emperor, he pointed out, would come of age in four years, when 
it might expected that a new era would dawn upon the Chinese 
Empire. Instead of troubling ourselves at present, therefore, with 
any attempts to improve our relations with the country, the better plan 
would be to wait for the Emperor's majority. It is difficult to under- 
stand how we should be any the better off then than we are now, but 
the event referred to ia still a good way in the future, and that, no 
doubt, recommends it to Mr. Otway’s mind as a date at which some- 
thing might be done. 

It is not likely that our relations with the Celestial Empire will be 
discussed in a more satisfactory manner as long as the advocates of 

ro; in China are chiefly occupied with promoting the interests of 
The ritish merchant, while on the other side the Home Government 
is only, or mainly, desirous of avoiding any trouble with the Chinese 
authorities. The mercantile spokesmen have a fair case, it is true. 
The European traders in China are performing very usefal functions, 
in the course of which they ought to be protected and assisted as far 
as possible. The British Government is also animated by a praize- 
worthy desire in wishing to avoid bloodshed and expense, but in 
making treaties with the Peking Government we ought to have a 
broader object before us than the pecuniary interest of the foreign 
merchant, even though that merchant is our own countryman, and in 
dealings with the Central Government no policy can be worse than one 
which simply aims at obtaining just as much good for ourselves as we 
can secure without risk. It is necessary for us to arrive at a clear un- 
derstanding of the objects towards which we are tending. If there is 
not a higher justification for our proceedings than is to be found in the 
duty of protecting commerce, it might fairly be argued that a good deal 
of what we have already done in the ioral is unjustifiable. It may be, 
however, on the other hand, that we should be justified in reality in 
going a great deal further than the mere interests of our commerce 
could require. If itcan be made clear that human progress and the 
advancement of millions in comfort and material happiness is the ob- 
a which lies beyond the improvements sought for in the Treaty of 

ientsin, then the aspect of our negotiations with the Peking Govern- 
ment assumes a new character. Aaguredly we do not want to argue 
that England has a miasion from above to compel all weaker nations 
to follow in her footsteps, and mould their institutions in all respecte 
on her own. Perhaps we might be able to give a few lessons in poli- 
tical economy and the arts of government to many nations, but it is 
better that we should not go out of our way to do this. When, how- 
ever, it lies distinctly in our way to influence races inferior to ourselves, 
when the exigencies of our commerce send us amongst them for their 
benefit as much ag for our own, then it becomes ridiculous to ignore 
our superiority, and forcibly hold back our countrymen when they are 
eager to engage in progressive enterprises and develop new fields for 
the exercise of profitable industry. To keep up an artificial theory 
about the respect which it is necessary to pay in such a case to the 
dignity of some decrepit Government, which feebly blocks up the 
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way, is to prove ourselves unworthy of standing in the foremost files 
of time, or of wielding the power of an enlightened nation. 

China is already struggling upwards towards the light of civilisation 
in a remarkable manner. The conceasions which were obtained for 
European pioneers of progress by the vigorous policy adopted ten 
years since have led to enormous improvements in the internal com- 
munications of the country, to the increased prosperity of agriculture 
and manufactures, and to the preparation of the native mind for new 
and still more important measures of development. Irresistible 
masses of evidence pare that intercourse with European nations and 
the introduction of European art and science ig in no way repugnant 
to the Chinese, but, on the contrary, that they are prepared to receive 
Western appliances and customs with perfect cordiality as soon as their 
superiority becomes intelligible. Nothing now interposes to prevent 
a succession of gigantic strides towards the effectual development of 
China, except the obstinacy of a Government which has no single 
claim to our respect or consideration, and the life of which is 
only maintained by a constant struggle with rebellion. The ad- 
vocates of inaction may plead on behalf of Prince Kung and 
his colleagues, that they have but just emerged from a long and 
disastrous civil war; but can any one show the least reason to sup- 
pose that they will enjoy tranquillity in the future any more than they 
or their predecessors have enjoyed it in the past? The condition of 
China will always be one of chronic insurrection, unless circumstances 
of an entirely unforeseen character should supervene. No reasons are 
in force now which would not be in force at any time against nego- 
tiating with China for new concessions calculated to enable Europeans 
to make fresh advances towards the development of the Empire. Its 
internal resources of various kinds, above all ita mineral wealth, await 
the application of European capital and intelligence. Its teeming 
population is stagnating in poverty and degradation for want of proper 
means of communication. In a hundred ways China is dumbly - 
ploring us to lend ber a helping hand and save her from the retro- 
gressive prejudices of her own rulers. The fulfilment of these great 
aims by all legitimate means is the true motive of action which states- 
men should recognise—a motive which would bestow a new importance 
on the demands of our own merchants, and serve, beyond this, as an 
infallible guide in the difficulties and dilemmas of diplomacy.

Colonel Sykes has fallen upon evil days. The policy of which he 
constituted himself the advocate on Tuesday night was in its glory more 
than ten years ago. When Lord Palmerston carried the country with 
him in the quarrel about the Arrow, the notion that our dealings with 
China ought to be regulated by any other considerations than our own 
convenience would have been generally scouted. That the Chinese were 
only half civilised, and that being so they had obviously been created 

or the use of Englishmen was an argument, which in one form or ano- 

ther, brought universal conviction with it. The merchants favoured it 
because they thought it would lead to increased profits ; the mission- 
aries, because they thought it would lead to increased conversions; 
Lord Palmerston, because it suited his temper; the country, be- 
cause it suited Lord Palmerston. Since that time Englishmen have 
grown 8 little wiser, and the fact that a state of permanent anarchy 
is not favourable to trade has gradually become apparent to them. 
The plan of entirely ignoring the Peking Government was found to 
have ita drawbacks. It gave great freedom to the English residents, 
but then it gave equal freedom to native brigands. The English mer- 
chant would have liked to keep the central authority alive for the 
purpose of maintaining order and protecting the transit of goods, 
while he was willing to take upon himeelf the enforcement of his con- 
tracts with the natives, and the assessment of damages for their non- 
fulfilment. Unfortunately for the success of this arrangement, a Go- 
vernment cannot be discredited by halves. If it is weakened for one 
purpose, it is weakened in proportion for all others. The success of 
the Taiping rebellion brought this truth home to us. The policy of 
Great Britain had impaired the power of the central Government in 
fact, and it had impaired it still more in the estimation of its own 
subjects. The devastation of the country, and all the injury to foreign 
trade which ensued from it, were the natural results of the measures 
we had taken to enrich our merchants and to glut our markets. 


The lesson which most Englishmen have drawn from this ex- 
perience has not been learned by Colonel Sykes. His speech was 
directed to prove the uselessness of expecting anything from the 
Peking authorities, and the consequent necessity of taking the law 
into our own hands. There was a patent inconsistency in his reagon- 
ing, since from the inability of the Chinese Government to execute 
the treaties it has entered into he inferred that in any revision of the 
treaty of Tientsin additional privileges ought to be reserved for 
English merchants. It would be interesting to know what Colonel 
Sykes expects to gain by demanding farther concessions from a Power 
which, on his own showing, has already promised more than it can fulfil, 
It may be assumed, however, that Colonel Sykes cares more for his pre~ 
miss than for his conclusion, and that his principal anxiety is to estab- 
lish the barbariam of the Peking Government. With this view he had 
recourse to history, and proved his point triumphantly by the fact 
that in the last sixteen hundred years there had beat twenty-two dis- 
tinct dynasties in China. We fear that if Colonel Sykes’s method is 
to be allowed there is not a single European Power that can make 
good its claim to be counted among civilised nations. The other 
ground on which he rested his case was the superior sureness and 
swiftness with which redress has been obtained in those cases in which 
Englishmen have demanded it by the despatch of a gunboat, instead 
of by an appeal to Peking. As regards any one particular outrage, 
there is, no doubt, some truth in this latter argument. We have s0 
weakened the central authority that, now that it is left to itself again, 
it is not at once able to reassert itself with much effect. We must 
not complain if our change of tactics is not at once followed by a re- 
versal of past results. 

There are, in reality, but two alternatives open to this country in 
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determining its relations with China. We might make the undoubted 
weakness of the central Government an excuse for having no dealings 
except with the authorities of each town or district, and for con- 
ducting our negotiations with the latter on a footing of constant armed 
intervention. It might be possible, if the matter could be judged by 
purely local considerations, to allege reasons of some weight in sup- 
port of such a policy. On more general grounds, however, it is open to 
@ fatal objection. It would start us on a road which could lead to no 
other goal than the assumption by Great Britain of the administration 
of a great part of the Chinese Empire. We could not in conscience 
destroy the only power to which the peaceable inhabitants can look for. 
aid or protection without being prepared to take its duties on ourselves. 
In other words, we should have to make China a second India, with 
wery little chance of the experiment being attended with equal suc- 
coss. There is no East India Company to do the work for us, and 
even if there were there is no probability that Russia or France would 
ait atill while the work was being done. If this plan is rejected we 
have no choice but to reapect the Peking Government ourselves, and 
to do onr best to make athens respect it. The gunboat policy natur- 
ally finds the inhabitants of a maritime village more impressible than 
‘a Government department 1,000 miles off. But if we are to prevail 
by milder methods the Government department is better suited for 
our purpose than the villagers. There can be no real antagonism 
between the interests of China and England. The trade which 
is of so much importance to the latter can hardly be of less im- 
portance to the former. If the Chinese rank among the largest 
customers of Great Britain, Englishmen hold a still more prominent 
position among the customers of China. Peking diplomacy has never 
shown itself regardless of this fact, except when the recognition of it 
has been demanded on terme to which no Government can be ex- 
pected to accede except under the pressure of actual violence. The 
surest way to impede the natural development of our commerce in 
China is to associate it in the minds of the Chinese nation with a 
Smipertl disregard of its political independence. If we ask nothing 
for which we are not prepared to give a fair equivalent, we shall en- 
list on our side the commercial instincts of a singularly industrious 
people. That thowe instincts have in many cases done so little for 
us is to be attributed to the pains we have formerly taken to neutralise 
them. We have done our best to persuade the Chinese that our 
favourite amusement is to defy their prejudices, and our most settled 
purpose to outrage their patriotism, and then we go about wondering 
that they are not eager to trade with us on our own terms. It is to 
to be hoped that whenever the treaty of Tientsin comes under con- 
sideration again, its revision will be conducted in that better spirit 
which has of late begun to characterise our Chinese policy. 





The above article called forth the following rejoinder from Colonel 
Sykes: — 

(To the Editor of the Pall Mall Gazette.) 

Srn,—Pardon me for a brief comment on your strictures upon my 
speech of last night on our relations with China. I did not advocate 
‘ additional privileges "for the mercantile community, but simply that 
the privileges guaranteed by the Treaty of Tientsin might have practi- 
cal effect given to them—nawmely, that a merchant might accompany 
his goods into the interior and not be compelled to pay double duties, 
or rather duties twice over. With respect to my assertion that it is 
useless to refer to Peking for redress, I only entertain it in common 
with our ambassador to the Chinese Government, as is shown by the 
following letter from Sir R. Alcock to Lord Stanley, dated February 5, 
1869 :— 

‘* Hitherto the course of affairs has been only too truly described by 
the memorialists from the porte. When any wrong or injustice is 
suffered by a Foreigner, for which there is no appeal to a public Court 
ef Justice, and a written code of Jaws, if the Chinese local authorities 
are not moved, as is too often the case, by the Consul’s representations, 
rthe only resource is a reference to the Minister at Peking, and then 
eommences an intecrmtnalle series of references backwards and for- 
‘wards—a see-saw correspondence on both sides between the ports and 
tthe capital, and no final solution is ever arrived at. It may safely 
‘be affirmed that euch is the common experience of all Foreign Repre- 
sentatives. Iam assured there is no one of those who cannot point 
to numerous cases which have been so treated for a succegsion of years, 

despite their best efforts.” 

Sir F. Bruce, on the 5th of June, 1863, to Prince Kung, had ex- 
pressed the same sentiments. Your obedient servant, W. H. Srxes.

The Star algo bad an article on Colonel Sykes’s speech, and the 
Ooloncl has written as follows. in reply thereto :— 

Sir, — It was only this afternoon that your comments upon my apeech 
‘in the House of Commons on Tuesday last on British relation with 
China came under my observation. The terminal paragraph is in the 
Sollowing words :—‘‘ A vast and unwieldy empire is gradually breaking 
-down its own great wall of exclusiveness. Its rulers have made many 
oncessions to brute force ; and, now that they have exhibited a dis- 
position to get rid one by one of the prejudices which are the growth 
of unnumbered centuries of isolation, it is more than ever the duty of 
4ivilised nations to abstain from a single unfriendly or discourteous 
act.” Permit me, Sir, in justification of the main arguments of my 

ch, to adduce the testimony of our ambassador at Peking, Sir R. 

ock, who in his despatch to Consul Medhuret, at Shanghai, dated 
March 3 of the present year, eays:—‘' You may inform Dr. Macgowan 
that there is no argument in favour of telegraphy referred to in his letter 
which has not been repeatedly and earnestly preased upon the attention 
of the Ministers of the Teung-tu Yamen (Foreign-office), and no ob- 
jection to it on the part of the Chinese that has not been met in the 
way he would indicate, by my colleagues and myself. You may also 
add, that if the desire for progress which the Chinese Mission now in 
Europe assured Dr. Macgowan's countrymen was so ardent and general 
with the rulers of China there is no evidence here, if any hopes are built 
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upon its existence. Therefore I fear there is nothing but disappoint- 
ment in store for those who indulge in them.” 

This is strong language from so experienced and able a diplomatiat 
as Sir Rutherford Alcock, but such language, as well as similar language 
used by other diplomatists, supplied the ‘‘ logic of facts’* of my speech. 

The brute force of which you speak was only had recourse to when 
redress for personal outrage, robbery, and attempted assassination was 
not obtainable without a military demonstration or a military opexa- 
tion.— Your obedient servant, W. H. Syxes, Colonel, M.P.

FOREIGN CONSULS IN CHINA. 

The following letter from a British subject in China appeared last 
week in the Pall Mall Gazette :— 

Srm,—I have lately seen, in the number of your journal for March 
20, the notice of a ‘‘remarkable pamphlet” published at Hambarg, 
the object of which, you state, is“ to prove thet the nations which 
succeed best in extending their commercial relations with foreign 
countries are those which possess no naval force, no foreign consuls- 
general, and in no way pretend to exercise a political influence over 
the nations with which they are brought in contact.” The theory thus 
advanced, with its obvious deductions, is so charmingly paradoxical, 
so much in harmony with the grand discovery in politics of /aissez 

faire, and, above all, so promizingly cheap, that it would surprise no 
one to see the principle involved reported on with approbation bya 
Committee of the House of Commons, and actively urged to a practical 
fulfilment. 

Will you, however, permit me to enter your lists for a moment in 
opposition to Herr Wirckman, the author of this remarkable pamphlet 
It is tolerably obvious that the learned writer, who gives, as examples 
of his thesis, the States of Switzerland, Belgium, and Hamburg, and 
who observes that the merchants of such nationalities, “‘ who can ex- 
pect no support either from their Consuls or a military navy, look only, 
and look successfully, to honesty and courtesy for an extension of their 
trade,” must refer to countries where trade is habitually carried on 
under the action of specific treaties, and not to the civilised nations 
of Europe and America, where the right to come and go, to buy and 
sell, is looked upon as the common privilege of mankind. No Consuls 
or vessels of war are required, indeed, to ensure justice or facilities of 
trade at such places as London, New York, or Havre; and it must be, 
therefore, to countries such as China and Japan, where every foreigner, 
no matter what his errand, i3 looked upon as a natural enemy, by both 
the Governments and the majority of the people, that Herr Wirckman 
refers in proof of the succesaful working of his system. Now, that the 
subjects of small and wholly pacific States, such as Hamburg, Switzer 
land, &c., do prosper and make money in the pe of China and Ja 
is a fact upon which I do not wish to cast the least suspicion of doubt ; 
but a very elementary acquaintanceship with the state of affairs in 
those countries would suffice to show Herr Wirckman that they do this, 
not in virtue of their superior honesty and courtesy, but by their 
availing themselves very naturally and with great shrewdness 
of the advantages conquered by the armaments and maintained 
by the consular and diplomatic agents of greater Powers. A clever 
little crab in the West Indies is a great favourite with naturalists, 
on account of the sagacity with which, while dispensing with a 
cumbrous shell of his own, he is always ready to pop into and 
utilise any vacant quarters of a suitable nature that he may dis- 
cover lying about on the beach; and the inexpensive success of 
the Hamburg trader reminds me very forciby of the tactics of this 
ingenious crustacean. But itis very noticeable, in connection with 
Herr Wirckman’s theory, that no sovereign State in the world has been 
more prodigal of consular appointments (on the unpaid list) than 
these self-same minor States whoee policy he extols. It is a notorious 
fact to all who are acquainted with affairs in China and Japan, that 
almost the first thought of a German ‘‘ commission agent” on estab- 
lishing himself in business at one of the ports thrown open to com- 
merce by the arms of Great Britain has hitherto been the acquiat- 
tion of a right to call himself Consul for Hamburg, Bremen, 
Lubeck, Oldenburg, or some other State which, until reluctantl 
compelled within the last few months to yield its powers in t 
respect into the hands of the Prussian Government, has been accus- 
tomed to give away Consular patents as liberally as an American 
university distributes doctors’ degrees. I know more than one port in 
China where every German resident—of perhaps four or five in all— 
was consul for one or other of the nationalities enumerated above ; 
and the “consulates” of these gentlemen, or, in other words, their 
mercantile offices, decorated with highly ornamented national flags, 
have been habitually made the scenes of transactions little dreamt of 
in the philosophy of Herr Wirckman. The Oldenburg consal who, 
when threatened by a Chinese authority with the detention of his 
ship for smuggling. retorted (successfully) with the threat of summon- 
ing “the nearest Oldenburg man-of-war” to his assiatance ; the Swiss 
Consul who landed with his portmanteau stuffed with watches, and 
defied the Custom-house to touch the luggage of a foreign functionary ; 
the consul for another State who imported fire-arms for sale to rebels 
in cases marked ‘‘ official,” are instances well known to China 
of the abuses to which the parody of the consular system by 
petty Governments has led. The fact simply is that under 
the §liberal arrangements made by Great Britain in 1842 
(taking Chinese alone, for the present into account) the subjects of all 
nations have been admitted, without reserve, to share in the advan- 
tages of the China trade ; and the respect which it has been necessary 
on repeated occasions for Great Britain to conquer for her own sub- 
jects has been shared almost equally by every comer rejoicing in the 
possession of a European suit of clothes. Of these privileges and this 
prestige Germans and Swiss have, indeed, availed themselves largely 
in the countries to which I refer; but their success is directly owing 
to the exertions and presence of those armaments and public fanc- 
tionaries which other nations have been compelled to employ, and under 
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whose protection they flourish abroad, only, it would seem, asin the 
of Herr Wircekman’s f goa tsk fto show their ingratitude by 
fprorng them at home.-—TI enclose wy card, and am, Sir, your obe- 
ient servant, A BarrisH Supszcr.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

(July 12th.) Mr. Gourrey asked the Under Secretary of State for

Mr. Orway said he would reply to the latter part of the question 
first. The 6th article, Peaclating the concession to M. Lesseps, pro- 
vided for the equality of the tariff for all nations in the navigation of 
the Suez Canal. No negotiations had been entered into with the 
Sultan or the Viceroy of Egpyton the subject, but, as his hon. 
friend was aware, the openingof the Suez Canal was a matter 
ef deep interest and importance to many nations, and to none more 
than our own. It was impossible, therefore, to say that no negotiations 
would occur on the subject. 

CHINA. 


(July 18th.) Colonel Syxes rose to call attention to British relations 
with China in reference to the revision of the treaty of Tien-tain, and 
to move an address for copies of the memorial of the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Shanghai to Sir Rutherford Alcock, and hisreply to the memorial 
addressed to Consul Medhurst, dated 28rd of March last, and of all corres- 
pendence of the Foreign-office with Sir R. Alcock on the subject of the 
renewal of the Treaty of Tientsin. He said that the British merchant 
im China continued to be exposed to personal outrage, to liability to 
be robbed of his goods, and to attempted assassination. These were 
strong terme, but it would be his duty to prove that they were matters 
ef fact, not from hearsay or newspaper reports, but from the records 
of that House. That state of affairs was attributable to the weakness 
7—he might say the impotence—of the central Government at Peking, 
and also to the constitution of society in China and the literal power- 
leasness of the Viceroys in the provinces, and of the Kontais or 
magistrates in the cities. That the House might understand the bear- 
ings of his statement, he would say a few words on the constitution of 
society in China. As they all knew, it was of very ancient origin, but 
he would not go farther back than the year 265. (Laughter.) From 
that time to this, so far from there having been a continuous dynasty, 
there had been no fewer than twenty-two distinct dynasties, and 
each had been supplanted by rebellion and bloodshed. The fact 
was there had been chronic anarchy in China. These commo- 
tions were among the Chinese themselves with one exception; 
when, in 1646, the Mantchou Tartars, tu whom the present Imperial 
family belonged, conquered China, with such cruelty did they ex- 
ercise their authority that in the taking of Canton alone 100,000 
people, according to their own annals, were put todeath. Their Govern- 
ment had always been as far as possible a military despotism, and had 
excited a very considerable feeling of hostility among the ancient in- 
habitants of the country. They had been hostile ever since, and 
there had been successive organisations of secret societies, which 
acted whenever they could against the Imperial Government and its 
eficera, for the military officers were always Tartars, not Chinese. 
These secret societies had occasioned a succession of rebellions. In- 
deed, so numerous were they that Sir H. Parkes said at a meeting of 
the Geographical Society, on the 24th of March, 1862, that he recol- 
lected that some years ago a memorial to the Emperor was sent in, 
which stated that ten rebellions were going on at the same time in 
different provinces of China. The hon. and gallant gentleman pro- 
ceeded to quote various authorities to show the dreadful state of 
anarchy and rebellion to which the country was continually exposed. 
Recent events showed most conclusively that the rebellions in China 
Gould for the most part be traced to the weakness of the Central Go- 
vernment. The Taepings, whose name had been associated with 
him in that Honse for some time past, had defied the Government of 
China for thirteen years past, and that rebels were still active in China 
was proved by the fact that the war tax had this very month been in- 
@reased thirty per cent. Touching upon the constitution of the Govern- 
ment, he stated that China was divided into eighteen provinces, each of 
which was governed by a Viceroy, who generally obtained his position 
by intrigue or money, and, once appointed, was allowed to do as he 

Generally speaking, they continued to squeeze the people, 
and the lower officers of the Government followed suit ; but the people, 
who wero divided into clans, and were not unaccustomed to act in con- 
cert, uniformly opposed this pressure, and also quarrelled among 
themselves to such an extent that the Government lost all control of 
them, although the Viceroys were intended by the Constitution to be 
despots. The case of the Cockchafer, which had excited a very strong 
feeling in this country against British interference, showed the weak- 
ness of the Government. It appeared that the clans of eighteen vil- 
lages were at loggerheads, and in turn came into collision with Com- 
modore Jones, who, notwithstanding the local authority had been 
umable to control these clans, reduced the whole eighteen villages to 
complete submission to their governors, who were correspondingly 
thankful. The case of the Buzzard was similar. The vessel having 
been fired into, and black mail having been levied on the boats 
bringing up provisions, Commodore Johnson sought redress, but 
on his approach the delinquents took to their heels and ran 
away. A second attack on the place was successful. The 
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town was reduced, and it was found full of corn, sugar, rica, 
and other commodities which had been taken from traders. In 
another case the cmployés of an Englishman were beaten on going 


| to take possession of a house which he had rented. Thereupon Mr. 


Holt, the acting Consul, sent to Amoy for a gun-vesscl, and on its 
arrival he said to the Chinese, ‘If you do not give up possession of 
the house, and replace the goods you have taken out, I shall he com- 
pelled to operate against you.” The Chinese yielded instantly, and 
ape compensation for the brutal attack of which they had been guilty. 

n another instance the resistance to authority on the part of the mo- 
nopolists led to the melancholy affair in connection with which go 
mach odium was cast upon Mr. Gilson, our acting Consal. Mr. Picker- 
ing obtained a pass to go and look after his property, an attempt was 
made to assassinate him, and he escaped by getting into a small boat 
and drifting out to sea. Redress was demanded, but it was not ob- 
tained until a gunboat was called in; a distinguished officer had been 
promoted for his conduct on the occasion ; and, in consequence of the 
action taken, instead of Foreigners being treated with contempt, they 
were respected, and perfect quiet prevailed. Mr. Gilson, unhappily, 
commenced his proceedings a little too soon, and he had becn dismissed 
from his office. In another case at Amoy an Englishman and his 
party were driven off the ground ke had rented, and, when redress was 
applied for, the answer was that the mandarin had no power. The 
gunboat Janus was sent for, and the matter was settled iu a very 
short time. An attack upon a fleet of thirteen junks bad been inade a 
subject of censure, but the mandarin of Amoy was on board one vessel ; 
it was known that a piratical fleet was coming from Honz Kong; 
these junks were heavily armed ; they were virtually pirates, for they 
were smugglers; they were furnished with papers from Hong Kong 
as traders, carrying opium, and the whole thing was a fraud. In 
numerous instances it had been proved that the mandarins had not 
the power or the will to give redress; and a writer in the North 
China Herald said that if the British fleet were withdrawn from the 
coast of China, the mandarins would be driven into the interior within 
three months, and the whole coast would be in possession of the 
opium smugglers, or pirates. Why, when we were attacking the Tai- 
pings, Captain Roderick Dew engaged the aasistance of a piratical fleet 
to reduce the city of Ningpo. With regard to the missionaries 
the evidence, confirmed, too, by the statements of Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, went to show that there was rot active hostility on the 
part of the people, and that it was not until the minds of the na- 
tives had been excited by statements on the part of the literati and 
authorities, and until the missionaries had been accused of scooping 
out children’s eyes, poisoning their converts, and committing other 
enormities, that enmity was displayed against them. Numerous 
instances were on record of Foreigners having travelled through 
different parts of China, and of no difficulty having been experienced 
where the traveller could speak the language and acted with common 

rudence. To show the great interest that we as a mercantile community 

ad in this matter, he might mention the fact that the Chinese im- 
ports in 1868 amounted to £23,770,071, and the exports for the same 
year to £23,380,234, the share of England in this trade amounting to 
no less than 82 8-10 per cent. Asa commercial body we had a per- 
manent and a large interest in maintaining our rights as conferred 
upon us by the treaty of Tientain. It had been sought to cast the 
odium of originating the disturbances that had occurred in China upon 
the mercantile community, but this was not the fact. The disturb- 
ances arose generally through the misconduct of some runaway sea- 
men from the various ships, but the mercantile community were in 
no way responsible. He contended that the inland duties were the 
main cause of the non-expansion of trade. If the duties were col- 
lected at the barriers there would be no difficulty in the matter; but 
as they were not collected there, but sent to Peking, the provincial 
authorities were obliged to levy the duties over again. Sir Rk Alcock 
had unluckily said that he thought the two-and-a-half per cent. was 
never intended to comprise the transit duties of the interior. A 
despatch from Lord Clarendon showed that to be a mistaken view of 
the case. Again, in instructions given by him to Lord Elgin in 1857, 
Lord Clarendon stated that in his arrangements with the Chinese Go- 
vernment Lord Elgin was to induce that Government to give British 
subjects unrestricted access to the cities and also permission to reside 
in them. Effect was given to those resolutions in the 9th, 12th, and 
28th articles of the Treaty of Tientsin; but the obligations imposed on 
the Chinese by those articles had never been fulfilled. The fact was 
the Chinese Government had no power to enforce the falfilment of the 
treaties into which it had entered. Taking all the circumstances into 
consideration, it appeared to him that English merchants bad a right 
to expect that under any new arrangements that might be entered 
into they should have free access to the country secured to them. The 
hon. and gallant member concluded by moving an address for copies 
of the memorial of the Chamber of Commerce at Shanghai to Sir 
Rutherford Alcock, and hia reply to the memorial addressed to Conaul 
Medhurst, dated the 23rd of March last; and of all correspondence ef 
the Foreign-office with Sir Rutherford Alcock on the subject of the re- 
newal of the Treaty of Tientsin. 

Mr. Lippext rose to second the motion, and observed that the 
question raised by the hon. and gallant member, involving, as i¢ did, 
a large and lucrative trade, was of considerable importance at the 
present moment when our relations with China, as defined by the 
Treaty of Tientsin, were about to undergo revision. The papers moved 
for could not fail to be interesting, inasmuch as all Chinese correspon- 
dence was eminently sensational. A succession of papers bad already 
been laid before that House, containing details of military occupations, 
and other acts of war, which were of a very interesting, although, 
perhaps, of rather an alarming nature, and it had been very satisfac- 
tory after reading them to hear our Foreign Minister in the House of 
Lords state, in April last, that there was not the slightest cause for 
anxiety upon the subject, inasmuch as our relations with China had 
never been on a more satisfactory footing than they were at the 

resent moment. The language and the tone our Foreign Minister 
Ped held in condemning the transsctions te which he referred 
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deserved the approval and the support of the country, because it 
was clear that if we desired to continue our present peace- 
fal relations with China we must adopt some new system of diplo- 
macy with regard to that country. He rejoiced to think that a 
new era was about to commence in our dealings with a community 
with whom we carried on poh gir ge trade. He hoped that those 
who were to perform the of revising our treaty relations with 
China would not forget that the existing Treaty of Tientsin had been 
exacted from that country by fear, and under the pressure of force, 
and that, therefore, it was only just that they should not insist too 
rigorously and absolutely upon its stipulations. He was satisfied that 
concessions to Chinese interests, and, perhaps, even to Chinese preju- 
dices, would promote the general interests of trade. It had been said 
that in dealing with Oriental nations it was unwise to make conces- 
sions; but he thought that justice could never be misplaced, and if 
reasonable concessions on our part were accompanied by a firm, a de- 
termined, and even, perhaps, a peremptory demand for the strict ful- 
filment of the treaty stipulations, no misunderstanding would be likely 
to arise as to the true cause for our line of conduct. It was impos- 
sible that any trade could thrive under the system of interior transit 
duties adopted by the Chinese authorities in defiance of treaty stipu- 
lations, and it was as much in the interest of the native traders as of 
ourselves that the duties should be abolished. The hon. gentleman 
remarked upon the fact that the United States of America had 
lately concluded a special treaty with the Court of Peking for the 
mutual protection of American and Chinese trade, and that by that 
treaty the United States had bound themselves to see that the trade 
with China, in which we were their rivals, was carried on in 
accordance with the principles of international law. He expressed 
his belief that the Americans would maintain this compact with China, 
and pointed out the difficulties that were likely to arise in our rela- 
tions with America, where an unfortunate feeling of jealousy towards 
this country existed, if we did not take care in future to conduct our 
Chinese trade with a strict regard to international rights. Without 
wishing in any degree to cast blame upon our consuls or our naval offi- 
cers in China, the difficulties of whose position he recognised, he 
condemned that system of diplomacy which always had recourse to 
force for the redreas of any injury done to British subjects in China, 
instead of making proper application to the Court of Peking on the 
matter. He, therefore, highly approved the principles lately laid down 
by Lord Clarendon for the guidance of our consuls in China, by which 
in fature any resort to force was not to be permitted excepting under 
circumstances in which life and property were in imminent peril, and 
our agents were instructed invariably to address remonstrances to the 
proper quarter—namely, the Central Government in Peking. On the 
other hand, Lord Clarendon stated that the observance of treaty rights 
and a friendly reception to British subjects resident there was to be 
exacted from China. Those wise precepts would, he trusted, continue 
to be faithfully enforced by the Foreign-office. In conclusion, the 
prospect opened out to our trade in China was almost unlimited, and 
e sincerely hoped that the opportunity now offered us for placing 
trade on a peaceful, and therefore, a permanent footing would not be 
thrown away. (Hear.) 

Sir C. Ditxe said the Chinese Government had never admitted that 
it was responsible for outrages committed in Formosa in as high a degree 
as for those committed elsewhere; nor, indeed, was it really any more 
responsible for them than we were for the outrages perpetrated by the 
Maories in the north island of New Zealand. In regard to the revision 
of the Treaty of Tien-tain, the two main points insisted upon by the 
Chinese Chambers of Commerce in the treaty pers were residence in 
the interior of China, and the affirmation of the transit duty clause. 
There were difficulties involved in the question of the transit dues, as 
Lord Elgin, writing to Lord Clarendon, after the treaty was made, him- 
self recognised. Those dues were imposed on the goods of both natives 
and Foreigners ; and it should be remembered that the roads and canals 
in China were kept up by the Government. But it had not been 
shown that the transit dues clause had been generally or even in any 
case broken. The Chinese authorities had always drawn a distinction 
between transit dues and special taxes levied at certain places after the 
goods reached those places. As to the other,:point of residence in the 
interior, the matter was by no means so clear as his hon. and 
gallant friend would make it. He had stated before, and would 
venture to repeat now, that the right of residence was not asserted in 
any treaty ; and Lord Russell, in a despatch on the subject, used these 
words—that the specification of the right to reside in the treaty ports 
implied the exclusion of the right of residence in other towns. He 
would not go into the question that certain persons resided in various 
rk of the interior, because the Chinese themselves drew a distinction 

tween residence as a matter of privilege and asa matter of right. 
The London Missionary Society had laid it down that their mission- 
aries should never claim residence in the interior as a right, but ask it 
asa favour. The Chinese had stated that they were prepared not only 
to revise the tariff but to provide bonded warehouses, and to issue a 
proclamation for the better enforcement of the transit clauses, and of 
the right of lodging for persons passing throngh the country under 
passport, which was a very important point. In short, the Chinese 
were prepared to t everything consistent with the safety of their 
country, and Sir Rutherford Alcock had said that everything had been 
granted which could be granted at the moment, and that it would be 
worse than a waste of time to postpone the revision of the treaty, for 
all was obtained that we could with justice hope to gain. 

Mr. Orway said that his hon. and gallant friend had suggested a 

elicy to be followed in our treaties with the Chinese Government 
fom which he must express his entire dissent. His hon. and gallant 
friend assumed throughout that it was necessary to deal with the 
Chinese Government and nation in an exceptional manner in conse- 
quence of the weakness of the Central Government. Bat let the hon. 
and gallant gentleman consider the position of that Government and 
of the Chinese nation. Within the last thirty years the Chinese 
nation had to sustain three great wars. Two foreign armies had landed 
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in China and marched to Peking, and the palace of the Emperor had 
been sacked. The country had, in consequence, been more or leas in 
a disturbed state. Was it to be wondered at, under these circum- 
stances, that the Government should not possess all the power and 
concentration that was to be desired, and that its authority was not 
obeyed like one that had not undergone such vicissitudes? What was 
the policy recommended by his hon. and gallant friend? Not to 
strengthen the Government in any way, but to proceed, on all oeca- 
sions whenever there was any real or supposed wrong done to a British 
subject, to take the law into our own hands. Was that a wise or a just 
policy? Why, it was our interest to strengthen in every way the 

entral Government, and on that point he had heard with pleasure the 
remarks of the hon. gentleman opposite (Mr. Liddell) with 
to the views of the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. rd. 
Clarendon had always strenuously maintained the same policy, and it 
was only that very day, in looking over a file of China papers, that he 
came upon a very curious fact which illustrated the views entertained. 
by Lord Clarendon some fifteen or twenty years ago. He would not 
read the case to which he referred, because the opinion of the law offi- 
cers of the Crown, the present Lord Chief Justice Cockburn and Lord 
Westbury, would illustrate what those views were. Having been con- 
sulted with reference to the opinions of a gentleman who filled the 
office of acting Attorney-General of Hong Kong, they said—“ We do 
not agree in the conclusion of the acting Attorney-General, that the 
Chinese are to be considered as beyond the pale of civilised nations.” 
If our conduct was not to be regulated by customs which governed our 
relations with civilised nations, it was impossible for our dealings with 
China to continue on a satisfactory footing. Reference had been made 
to our trade with China, which, by the Board of Trade Returns, ap- 
peared to amount to some £40,000,000 per annum; and who would re- 
commend that that trade should be interfered with by the adoption of 
a warlike policy? If a gunboat policy were persisted in we should 
find that China in time would be getting gunboats of her own to re- 
sen tour domination. But there was another delicate point. Other 
nations besides ourselves possessed treaty rights with China, and what 
we demanded they also would require ; indeed, our acquisition of a con- 
cession was a ground for other nations demanding a similar concession. 
If we obtained powers to reside in districts at present closed to ua, all 
other nations would demand the same right, and a refusal would lead 
to inextricable confusion in the country, which was not desirable in 
the estimation of those who did not sympathise with the hon. and gal- 
lant gentleman in his desire to see the Chinese Government over- 
thrown and the Taepings established. There had been no objection 
to anybody residing in China who conformed to the habits of the 
country; but what nation would concede the claims put forward by 
some merchants, which no one in this country acquainted with China 
attempted to justify but the hon. and gallant member? The hon. and 
gallant member had referred to terms of opprobrium used by the 
Chinese with regard to Foreigners, but he remembered reading an 
interesting journal by Mr. Alabaster, who had travelled hundreds of 
miles into the interior of China, in which he stated that, wherever he 
went, although never molested, he was always called “ His Excellency 
the Devil.” (Laughter.) Such things must be expected in a nation as 
strange and exclusive in character as the Chinese. Two important 
points, however, had been raised with reference to the Treaty of 
Tientsin—internal residence and transit duties. Yielding the dis- 
puted point, that the transit duties should be 2} per cent. 
ad valorem duty without other impost, he explained that the 
system had broken down through an improper traffic which 
sprung up between the British merchants and the Chinese in the 
transit licences, by which the Chinese sent goods as British mer- 
chants through the country, and thereby defrauded their Govern- 
ment. The discovery of this matter had somewhat complicated affairs, 
but the whole subject of the treaty was under consideration, and the 
wishes of the mercantile community had been ascertained, because it 
was part of the policy of the Foreign-office to be guided in this matter 
by mercantile interests as far as possible. Officials experienced in 
Chinese affairs all agreed that any reform introduced into China must 
be gradual in its character because it was obviously necessary for the 
Chinese to comprehend the advantages of such appliances as the tele- 
graph and steam before they could be induced to adopt them; and 
another reason for deprecating haste was that the Chinese Government 
was at present in a state of transition. The young Emperor would in 
four years time attain his majority, the same period determined the 
treaties with European Powers, and the wiser course would be to wait 
until the new order of things was established before steps were taken. 
to secure any extension or alteration of treaty rights. In the meantime 
our relations were gradually improving. There had! been, and therealways 
would be, outrages of the character referred to; and such outrages did not 
occur inChinaalone; it might happen even to hon. membersto be stopped 
or robbed before reaching their homes when they left that House. The 
matter had been fully considered by Lord Clarendon, and he had de- 
termined upon adopting the policy which had been already enun- 
ciated in the House. That policy was, in all cages in which British 
subjecta were wronged, to look to the Central Government for re- 
dress, to make that Government responsible, and to abstain altogether 
from those acts which would relieve the Central Government of re- 
= Seago and throw it upon the minor officials in the provinces. 

here was every desire on the part of Her Majesty’s Government to 
consult the wishes of the mercantile community in China and at 
home; but the Government were satisfied that the best course was to 
make demands gradually, and to wait for the expiration of the 
treaties and the majority of the Emperor, when, perhaps, we might 
be able to give a greater development to trade. There was no objec- 
tion to produce the papers asked for; in fact, they had already ap- 
peared in the Shanghai Gazette; but those referring to negotiations 
that were in progress could not be given. 

The motion was withdrawn. 


THE GOVERNMENT OF MALTA. 
(July 18th.) Mr. Torrens called attention to a petition recently 
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_ resented from Malta, complaining of anomalies in the constitution of 
the island. The chief grievance on which he touched was the mixture 
of Crown nominees with elected members in the Legislative Council, 
and he complained algo that of late the Governor had always been a 
military man. In 1847 the Secretary for the Colonies took a step to- 
wards removing some of the grievances of which the people com- 
plained ; but the system of Government subsequently established was 
not what a population of 150,000 people living under British rule 
were fairly entitled to. The governing body instituted by Earl Grey 
was composed of eight members elected by the people and ten nomi- 
nees of the Crown; and under this system, although the form of a 
Constitutional Government was kept up, the island was practically 
governed in Downing-street, the popular representatives being in a 
helpless minority. In the year 1859 a military Governor was ap- 
pointed, and the result had been that the people of Malta had been 
governed for the last ten years by a sort of mild military despotiem. 
It was of these grievances that the people of Malta now complained 
by a petition signed by all the leading men in the island. The hon. 
member concluded with a resolution calling for the restoration of the 
ancient constitution of the island. 

Mr. MonseLL made a brief reply, pointing out how rapidly the 
island had increased in material prosperity of late, chiefly owing to 
the enlightened action of the Council, and assuring the House that its 
civil interests would never be sacrificed to military considerations. 

Mr. Tozrens withdrew his motion. 


HONG KONG GAMBLING-HOUSES. 

(July 12th.) Colonel Sykes asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
the Colonies whether the money arising from the licensing of gam- 
bling-houses in Hong Kong has been included asan ordinary source of 
revenue in the return of revenue and expenditure for 1868; and 
whether such appropriation is sanctioned by the Secretary of State. 

Mr. Monsext said that the money arising from those houses had 
been included in the estimates for the present year; he could not say 
whether it had been sanctioned by the Secretary of State, but, at any 
rate, it would not be sanctioned for the future. (Hear, hear.) Earl Gran- 
ville had sent a despatch to the Governor of Hong Kong, stating that 
it was the wish of the Government that the money arising from 
these houses should be funded and reserved, to meet the extra- 
ordinary expenditure that was likely to be incurred when a vigorous 
effort was made tosuppress the public exercise of gambling. (Hear, hear.) 

COLONIAL LEGISLATIVE COUNCILS. 

(July 20th.) Mr. Bownina asked the Under Secretary of State for 
the Colonies whether the Colonial-office addressed a circular despatch 
in the course of last year to the governors of the various colonies, de- 
fining the duties and responsibilities of ex-officio members of Legis- 
lative Councils ; and, if so, whether the Colonial-office had yet re- 
ceived any notification from the Governor of Hong Kong of his having 
communicated the contents of this despatch to the ex-officio members 
of the Legislative Council of that island for their information and 
guidance. 

Mr. Monsett said that such a despatch was issued last year, but that 
no information had been received from the Governor of Hong Kong 
stating that either he or anybody else had communicated the contenta 
of the despatch to the ex-officio members of the Legislative Council. 

THE OPIUM TRADE. 

July 22nd.) Sir Wiuram Lawson asked the Under-Secretary for 
India whether it was true that, in consequence of the Imperial Chinese 
bg prea forbidding the cultivation of the poppy in China, it had 

en determined to increase the production of opium in the Bengal 
Presidency ? 

Mr. Graxt Dorr said it had been determined to increase the pro- 
duction of opium in the Bengal Presidency, but that determination 
was in no way connected with the Chinese proclamation to which his 
hon. friend alluded. The Government of India some time ago pro- 
posed to increase the growth of the poppy in Bengal with a view to 
obtaining a reserve of 10,000 chests of opium, and to offering for sale 
& fixed quantity of 48,000 chests in each year, exclusive of the opium 
sold to the retail traders. The ebject of the Government of India in 
proposing this was to steady prices, and to mitigate some, at least, of 
the uncertainties so embarrassing to the Indian financier which arose 
from fluctuations in the opium market. This proposal of the Govern- 
ment of India was sanctioned by the Secretary of State in Council as 
far back as March last. 

Sir S. Norrscorse asked whether the corres; 
would be laid on the table before the Indian 
introduced ? 

Mr. Grant Duff made a gesture of aasent. 

SIR H. KELLETT. 

(July 22nd.) Sir J. D. Evpninstone asked the First Lord of the 
Admiralty whether Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, K.C.B., had re- 
ceived a notification from the Admiralty that, owing to circumstances 
connected with the state of preparation in which his intended flagship 
has been found, he will after all be obliged to proceed to China by the 
15th of August, via the Red Sea, and should he not be well enough 
by that time, another officer will be selected to succeed Admiral the 
Hon. Sir Henry Keppel, K.C.B. 

Mr. CarLpegs eaid there was no foundation for the statement. When 
Sir Henry Kellett was appointed it was arranged that he should go 
overland to China, meeting Sir Henry Keppel at Singapore. No com- 
munication as to any other route had either been made to or by him, 
nor had there been any idea of appointing any other admiral. 

THE BASSES ROCK LIGHT. 

(July 28rd.) On the second reading of the Bill for providing the cost 
of a lighthouse on the Great Basses Rock, 

Mr. Levayan explained that the sum expended in placing a light 
vessel near the Little Basses Rock, off the coast of Ceylon, was £12,000, 
and the annual cost of lighting and maintaining that vessel waa 
£2,000 a-year. The estimated cost of erecting a lighthouse on the 
Great Basses Rock, as proposed in the Bill before the House, was 
£65,000. A toll of one penny per ton was now levied on all veese 
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which passed the light, and this charge, which was collected in the 
United Kingdom, at the Mauritius, India, and the Cape, produced 
£6,500 a-year. It was proposed to increase that toll by a halfpenny.

The prospectus has been issued of the Falmouth, Gibraltar, and 
Malta Telegraph Company (Limited), with a capital of £660,000 
in shares of £10. This is the portion alone remaining to be un- 
dertaken to complete the system of submarine lines between Eng- 
land and India, and as an agreement has been made with the 
Anglo-Mediterranean and British-Indian Submarine Companies 
for twenty-one years for co-operative working and division of 
through rates, the probable revenue seems to admit of being 
estimated with some approach to precision from the data already 
obtained by those undertakings. The total length of cable will 
be 2,456 miles (1,431 from Falmouth to Gibraltar and 1,025 from 
Gibraltar to Malta), and the cost under the contract with the 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company will be 
£640,000. The balance of receipts and expenses is calculated at 
£104,656, or over 15 per cent. per annum, after allowing a yearly 
appropriation of £5,000 to reserve, irrespective of tho increase of 
business to be hoped for from the contemplated extension lines 
from India to China and Australia. The work is to be completed 
by the 31st of May next, at which date the entire line between 
Falmouth and Bombay will, it is believed, be complete. The sub- 
scriptions closed on Wednesday Isst; all the shares were taken 
up, and they are now quoted at a premium. 

A telegram announces that the cable of the Indo-European 
Telegraph Company across the Black Sea, about 200 miles in 
length, has been successfully submerged, and that the Kertch cable 
will be laid immediately. 

The forty-second report of the Union Bank of London, which 
was adopted at the annual general meeting, states that the net 
profits of the bank for the six months ending 30th June last, after 
payment of all charges (including the sum of £75,096 13s. 3d. 
for interest paid and due to customers on their current and de- 
posit accounts), and making full provision for all bad and doubt- 
ful debts, are £102,482 138., which, with £32,788 17s. 4d. brought 
forward from 3lst December last, amount to £135,271 10s. 4d. 
The directors declared a dividend for the last six months at the 
rate of 15 per cent. per annum, and a bonus of 23 per cent. on the 
paid-up capital, clear of income-tax. There will remain an un- 
appropriated balance of £15,271 10s. 4d. to be carried forward to 
profit and loss new account. 

Creditors of the Asiatic Banking Corporation are required to 
send the particulars of their claims to Mr. W. Turquand, the official 
liquidator, by the lst November, the 15th November having been 
appointed by Vice-Chancellor Stuart for adjudicating upon them. 

Two more failures in the cotton trade at Preston are announced.

The Southgate 
Mill contains 21 pairs of mules, comprising 32,680 spindles, be- 
sides about 400 looms ; and Mr. Gardner's mill contains 15} pairs 
of mules, comprising 18,000 spindles, and there are also nearly 
200 looms. In the former upwards of 200 operatives were em- 
ployed, and in the latter about 120. 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs, 8. L. Halliwell and 
Brothers, of Manchester, a composition of 9s.in the pound was 
agreed to—3s. in cash, 3s. in six months, and the remaining 3s. in 
twelve months. 

Tenders for Rs. 32,50,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on Wednesday, the 21st. The amounts allotted 
were, to Calcutta, Rs. 27,26,00 ; and to Madras, Rs. 524,000. The 
minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10jd. on Calcutta and 
Madras. Rendess on those Presidencies at 1s. 114d. will receive 
about 39 per cent. ; those above that price in full. These terms 
indicate a further slight increase in the demand for the means of 
remittance to the East.

MISSING VESSELS. 

Four vessels were last week “ posted ” at the Underwritera’ Rooms 
as missing—involving a logs of four hundred lives, and from an under- 
writing point of view a loss of many thousand pounds. These four 
were the screw-steamer United Kingdom, from New York for the 
Clyde, fall Perino of which, with the names of the passengers and 
crew, have been frequently published as she became more and more 
overdue ; the screw-steamer Cheduba, from Calcutta for Hangoon, which 
left Calcutta on the 14th May, and is supposed to have foundered in the 
cyclone which swept over the Bay of Bengal on the 17th May. She, 
too, had a number of passengers; the ship Bombay, which left the 
Clyde on the 2nd of November last for Bombay ; and the ship Golden 
Pledge, which sailed hence on the 26th Jan last for Castine, Maine. 
The United Kingdom formed one of the well-known ‘‘ Anchor” line 
of Clyde packets, and was owned by Messrs. Handyside and Henderson, 
of Glaagow.
